A MOMENTOUS MEETING. 


A VERY heavy responsibility, as well as a difficult task, lies before the 
Selection Committee of the Rabbinate Conference, which is to meet on 
Sunday next. Upon the decision of that body rests not alone the 
present well-being and prosperity of the community, but its future too, 
for many a year to come. Look at it how we will, Jews, at least the 
aggrecations of therm in various lands, form first and foremost religious 
bodies. As such, in any case, they are recognised by the non-Jews 
among whom they live. The person, therefore, whom they appoint as 
their Religious head, their Religious representative, is a matter of 
supreme importance. The Chief Rabbi of this country, for instance, 
is the norm by which the Jews of this country to a large extent are 
estimated by their fellow-citizens. His influence for good or for ill out- 
side Anglo-Jewry must be far-reaching, altogether too far indeed to set 
down in so many words. Into his hands, whoever be chosen for the 
high office, we place practically our all as a community. But the 
influence for good or for ill he must exercise, by the very nature of his 
oftice in the community itself, is incaleulable. Upon his guidance, his 
precept, his example, his inspiriting, depend whether this great 
and important Anglo-Jewry is to maintain its position among the 
Jewries of the world, and justify the fondest hopes of its best-wishers, 
or whether it will become overwhelmed in the trials and troubles that 
not: the most pessimistic fear are in store for it. The position and the 
influence of the man who is Chief Rabbi, both outside the community 
and inside, are so interwoven, so inter-dependent, and are so all- 
embracing that it is but sobsr truth to say that in the right conduct of 
his office lie our destinies now and our futurition hereafter. And, it is 
the man whoris to hold this office that the Committee of Selection is 
on Sunday to nominate. 

We say the man” bacause we cherish the hope that the Com- 


mittee will present the name of only one candidate for selection by the © 


Electoral College. We hay all along urged that there should be no 
contest for the Rabbinate. We have felt that the office should not be 
exposed to the amenities of a contested election, nor, moreover, that the 
gentleman who is called upon to become Chief Rabbi should enter upon 
his sacred duties tha victor of one party and the vanquisher of 
another. For that reason we. regretted as a blunder the decision 
of the Committee to recommend provisionally two names to 
the elestors. As we ventured to predict inevitable, 
the passing of the resolution was the signal for a campaign of can- 
vassing, of manceuvring, of log-rolling, that would have detracted from 
the dignity of an election for parish beadle. It cast upon us a duty 
the most unpleasant in kind that can fall to be performed by any 
newspaper. lor we felt bound, as a public obligation, to poimt out in 
no unmistakable language, the total unfitness for the post of one of 

6 gentlemen nominated by the Committee. This was no genial task 
fq: us in the case of a man like Dr. HYAMSON, the position filled by 

hom, and whose long service to the community, must always receive, 

om those who know anything of them, deep respect and consideration. 

his attitude, which we have always respected, we have felt to be in 
no way inconsistent with out-spoken opposition to his candidature for 
the Rabbinate, and with unsparing condemnation of the tactics that 
in certain instances have been pursued by some of those who desire 
to sea him the successor of Dr. ADLER.. The ¢o-called “claims” of 
Dr. HYAMSON to the position made by lis supporters are remarkably 
put. The idea has seemed to prevail in some quarters that the Rab- 
hinate should be conferred as a recognition of past services, for all the 
world as if it were a mere title. In others, there are those who appear 
to imagine that the eflicient conduct of the office of Dayan is a 
complete qualification for the Rabbinate. Or, again, that because 
Dr. HYAMSON, in conjunction with his able colleague, Dayan 
FELDMAN, has with zeal and energy carried on the routine work of 
the Rabbinate during the interregnum that has occurred, he has proved 
beyond eavil his suitableness to become Chief Rabbi. No profounder 
errors could be entertained. Past services to the community in any 
capacity cannot in themselves confer upon any man preference for the 
office: while, in our view, it is precisely in those duties that 
differentiate a Chief Rabbi from a Dayan, and the initiative and adminis- 
trative demands upon him to which a Chief Rabbi should respond, from 
the routine work of the Rabbinate—together with the obvious difference 
involved in the two positions—that Dr. HYAMSON is wofully lacking, 
Sincerely believing this, we have not hesitated to,say so, because we 
have felt that the superlative importance of the matter to the com. 
munity and to Judaism left us no alternative. That in saying it 
we have vexed and annoyed those who, with equal sincerity 
with ourselves, adopted a different estimate of Dr. HYAMSON’S 
qualifications for the vacant office, we are fully aware. But the 
breaking of eggs is a necessary precedent to the making of omelettes, 
and, as the German proverb has it, one cannot go through a

rainstorm and maintain a dry coat. That we have carried with us 
the vass bulk of public opinion in the policy we have urged on the 
Rabbinate question, we have the best of all possible reasons for feeling 
assured, and’ we hope that mere vitupsration or ribald abuse could 
never cause us to swerve from what we conceive to be the path of daty 
to Anglo-Jewry. We have been accused, so we have been told, of 
indulging in personal attacks on Dr. HYAMSON. That is nonsense, if 
it be not something worse. Those who allege this are the subjects of 
remarkable confusion. We have indulged in no personal attacks on 
the learned Dayan, but we have attacked his personality, an entirely 
different matter. We have necessarily done so, because a very large 
proportion of the dissussion is completely a «uestion of personality, 
and because we have folt that exactly in this respect Dr. HYAMSON 
was unfitted to become Chief Rabbi. 


How far the resolution of the Selection Committee to which we 
have referred binds them to present the names of Dr. HYAMSON and 
Dr. HERTZ to the Electoral College it is difficult to say. Nor, on the 
other hand, is it easy to see how they will be able in the terms of the 
rasolution to add to those of the other two candidates the name of Dr. 
DRACHMAN. Be this as it may, the difficulties of the situation point 
to the nesessity of the Committee now releasing themselves from the 
trammels of their ill-considered resolution, and it 13 to be hoped that 
in the circumstances they will, in the pablic interest, take such measures 
as will leave them a clear and unfettered courss. They cou'd, we 
apprehen], rescind ther previous resslution in order to be free to pre- 
sent the name of only one gentleman to the electing body. The 
exigencies of the moment forbid any too pedantic regard -to mere 
forms and precedents. In any case we earnestly hop3a that they will 
put an end to the contest which their resolution initiated. As far as 
we are concerned we have mada no secret of our preference among the 
three candidates that have tentatively bean sslected by the Commiuttes. 
But, as we have said, an essential element in the choice of a 
Chief Rabbi must be the extent to which he will be generally 
acceptable to the community at whose head he is to be placed. 
We fear it is too late, should rejoice xreatly were it 
found by the Committee to be otherwise, for them to go beyond 
the three names that have been mentioned. This would mean 
their taking a very much wider araa of choice and discarding many 
limitations which they have decide1 to be incumbant upon them. The 
delay that would bs occasioned woald of necessity mean a risk so grave 
that only the practical certainty of the Committee finding, at once, 
some fitting person who! they would be sure would be acclaimed every- 
where as the rightful suecessor of Dr. ADLER would justify it.

Whatever may be the decision of the Committea, we feel no manner 
of doubt that they are, on the one hand, fully seized with the infinite 
importance and delicacy of the task they will be called upon to perform 
on Sunday. On the other hand, the community has the fullest con- 
fidence in thair public etlorts and in their deep anxiety to compass their 
duty in the best interests of Anglo-Jewry.. Their decision, we are per- 
ssuaded, will be come to in this spirit, and we hope will in like spirit be 
received by those whose needs they are striving to serve.

A Crying has been incarcerated without trial for about 
Infamy. two years. No attempt is made to test the 
wicked accusation in a Court of Law. The wretched 

victim, whose health was long, ago stated to be precarious, is 


refused bail. And the only sign that anything is being done in the 
matter at all is offered by the continued attempts of the authorities to 
discredit the witnesses for the defence—even that of officials like the 
former Chief of the Kieff Detective Force, who had ridiculed the 
attempt to build up a ritual murder charge in connection with this 
case. Since very high quarters "—to quote a Reuter’s telegram that 
appeared a day or two ago in the general Press—set out to brand 
the Jewish race with the ritual murder stigma, English members of 


Parliament have been to St. Petersburg and fraternised with the 
Russian Vowers. 


The Balkan States have made the fields of Thrace run red with blood in 
»& crusacie to liberate Christians from the Moslem yoke, and Russia has 
been among the loudest of the nations who approve this campaign. Yet, 
.all this time the Russian authorities have been busily plotting and 
scheming against the life of a helpless man, and, through him, against 
the honour of an entire race. Surely, if the liberating enthusiasms of 
Europe were real, the nations would be as alive to the iniquities of 
. Christian Russia as they are tothe supposed misdeeds of the Otto- 
man. But it appears that the Russian Government may, one day, revive 
the blackest of medizeval barbarities, and the next take her seat amid 
.the conelave of reforming peoples; and there is no one to say her 


nay. or even to arraign her upon the arrant hypocrisy of the thing. 
It is time that the Jews of the world made a formal and spirited protest 
avainst the cruel ill-treatment of an innocent coreligionist, anc against 
the revival of a charge which is deliberately intended to dishonour 
all Jews in the eyes of the world, 


Tur Board of Deputies had a number of very important questions 
before them on Sunday. One of these related to the 
protection of the interests of the Jews affected by 
the war. As we indicated last week, a memorial bas 
been prepared for presentation to the Peace 
Delegates, asking that Jews should be safeguarded in any Treaty 
that may. as a result of the Conference, be formulated. This is not, of 
course, the first time that Jewish interests have been similarly guarded 
the Berlin Treaty precedent will be present to all minds—and the 
failure of previous efforts along these lines cannot be hidden from 
our minds at this juncture. There is no probability that Greace or 
any ofthe Balkan Powers will maltreat such Jews as may become their 
subjects, as the result of the pending re-arrangement of frontiers. The 
danger point is, we fear, Roumania, and there is no certainty that any 
declaration of « broad-minded policy will receive more consideration 
from that country than did the similar undertaking in the Berlin Treaty.

lf, by some means, the whole question of the status of Jews in 
the affected parts could be brought before the Conference of 
Ambassadors, such security as might be obtained would be, pro tanto, 
strengthened. We are, however, in something of a difficulty in dealing 
with this question, because the Board chose to treat the memorial to 
the delegates as confidential. Even if some excuse for this could be 


found in the fact that the memorial has not yet been placed before the 


, delegates, it is a little difficult to understand why the draft memorial 


on Naturalisation or the proposal regarding the Shops Acts should be 

treated. in similar fashion. We say frankly that we dislike and distrust 

what looks like a growing habit on the part of the Board to take 

important matters in camera. The practice is fatal to the power of 

the Board and to the interest of the community in its proceedings. 


WE are glad that the strong feeling which exists in the community 
on the Russian Passport ‘)uestion found 
adequate expression at the meeting of the Board 
of Deputies on Sunday. The intensity of Jewish 
resentment at the Government's treatment of 
this matter may be seen from the fact that it was voiced by men of 
such divergent political views as Mr. B. S. STRAvS and Mr. R. M. 
SEBAG-MONTEFIORE. What should be done?” Mr. HENRIQUES 
asked. The answer is perfectly obvious, and was duly given by 
another of the deputies (Mr. EINSTEIN) :—” Bring this matter before 
the British public.’ We do not believe that Englishmen would, if 
appealed to, countenance the humiliation by Russia of their Jewish 
fellow-citizens; or that they are prepared to acquiesce in the simple 
non possumus’ with which Jewish protests have been met by the 
Foreiga Otlice.

If, as Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER said, Sir EDWARD GREY agrees with the 
Russian interpretation of-tne Treaty, then Jews have a right to call 
upon their fellow-citizens to see that the Treaty is altered, so as to 
bring it into conformity with British ideas of religious equality. 
This is what has happened in the United States, and our own Govern- 
ment may welcome a movement which would enable it to approach the 
Russian officials as the mandatory of a strong British public opinion. 
The Russian authorities might more easily yield to a request advanced 
by several Chancelleries than to one preferred by the American 
Government alone, and itis our duty to create this favourable pre- 
disposing condition. In any case, the loyalty of English Jews to 
themselves, as well as to their Russian coreligionists, will be 
definitely tested by the energy and determination which they throw 
into their demands upon this question.

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WAKE UP JEWRY! 


OUR BOARD. 
By MENTOR. 


ITEN George V. was Prince of Wales he showed his ability to become 
king—koenig: the man who can, as Carfyle used to insist—by uttering 

a phrase. “Wake up England!” as it’ proceeded from the mouth of 

the gracious gentleman who to-day occupies the throne, found its echo 

in many hearts. And with the echo there went a recognition that the Prince 
was fitting to become a King among Princes, and would prove himself a Prince 
among Kings. For a purpose quite apart from the person of His Majesty, is 
the memorable speech which he made at the Guildhall here brought to mind. 
But it is not inapt to mention an incident connected with the King which was, 
a day or two ago, narrated to the present writer, and the facts concerning 
which he believes to be unimpeachable. The King was conversing with some- 
one, so the story goes, upon a topic not unconnected with the Bible, when this 
someone ventured an observation which, to say the least, was hardly compli- 
mentary to Jews. The King listened without interrupting, thoughtfully, as is 
his wopt, and then quietly replied: “I think your judgment must be preju- 
diced. ~ I knew the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, for many years, and 
no ecclesiastic 1 ever met impressed me more with his high-mindedness and 
his truly religious character. No Christian could have been a better man than 
he was.”’ Of the high opinion entertained for our late Chief in exalted :,uarters 
we were always assured. Hence this story, so infinitely creditable to our 


| King and so gratifying to our community, may well be a good deal more than 


hen ftrovato, 

If * Wake up England " was an adjuration that stirred our fellow-citizens 
to a sense of their world-wide duty, are not the words’ Wake up Jewry” 
equally needed by our community at this moment? That they are not likely to 
be uttered by a prince who is heir to a proud throne, but are earnestly suggested 
by only a writer who week by week begs the ear of his fellow-Jews, makes them 
no less urgent whatever we may think of their importance relatively to the 
historic deliverance already referred to. I venture to say now “ Wake up 
Jewry.’ Not merély in regard to the Rabbinate and the congeries of questions 


that cluster around it, about which it has fallen to my lot to write so frequently 


and to which this column, will doubtless more than once, be devoted in the 
future. There are deserts other than the Sahara. There are problems for us 
other than that ofthe Rabbinate. Just because that prodlern isso all-engrossing 
it is necessary to remind our people that there are others. When the Berlin 
Congress was in progress, a point in the negotiations had been reached very 
much like that we are witnessing in the Peace Conference that ought to be 
sitting, but at the moment is not, in London. Russia and England found 
themselves at an impasse upon a question on which the plenipotentiaries of 
neither country would give way. Bismarck tried his best to adjust the 
difference and found Gortschakoff quite amenable. When he came to approach 
the English plenipotentiaries he thought that Lord Salisbury would be 
the difficult one to get over, and that Lord Beaconsfield would prove 
malleable. This was the estimate he had gained respectively of the two 
plenipotentiaries from their demeanour at the Congress. He was soon 
undeceived. Lord Salisbury he found quite conciliatory; to his surprise, 
lord Beaconsfield was like adamant. It was this experience of Bismarck 
which led him to the well-known and oft-repeated observation that Lord 
Salisbury was a lathe painted to look like iron but that “the old Jew was 
hard rock to bark one’s shins against—the old Jew means . business.” 
The sequel to Bismarck’s disillusionment about the two statesmen is 
perhaps not so well-known. After the interview at which Lord Heacons- 
field had refused to budge, Bismarck returned home, not in the best 
of humours. Scarcely an hour after, Lord Beaconsfield was announced. 
“Ach so!’ exclaimed Bismarck, “ Der alte Jude wird den Handel wieder 
fortsetzen!” Imagine Bismarck’s surprise when, after greéting Beacons- 
field, the latter explained, in his blandest tones, the object of his call. 
“We were talking so much about —---— this afternoon that I quite forgot to 
ask you something of much importance,” he said; “it was this: can 
you confidently recommend me to the one of your supremely excellent 
Rhine wines that is safest for anyone with a liability to the gout?” In s0 
exclusively thinking about the Rabbinate, we are tending to ignore many other 
questions, the neglect of which may cause us many 4 painful twinge. 


Several questions of great import to the community are appearing on 
the horizon. Like wisps of fleeting cloud they show a disposition to foregather, 
sure signal of a storm, which can bode no good for Anglo-Jewry. The fact 
that the Daily Muil has invited one of England’s most prominent literary 


men to initiate a discussion on the method of slaughtering animals, coupled 
with an insistent demand for the stunning of beasts preliminary to their 
despatch, is ominous. Apart altogether from the natural influence on public 
opinion of a paper with the circulation of the Davly Mail, we have to recollect 
that no publication more accurately interprets public opinion, or more skilfully 
crystallises it. Mr. Galsworthy was invited to write on animal slaughter 
because the Daily Mail perceived a sentiment in the public favourable to 
the views he enunciated. Many a reader will have thought the Daily 
Mail was leading and guiding his views upon the question. As a matter of 
fact the journal was only translating into words the views which it knew he 
held, albeit perhaps unconsciously. If legislation should be attempted making 
stunning of animals prior to killing compulsory, then Shechita will be in dire 
peril. It is difficult to see how Jews could obtain Kosher meat if the 
peril to Shechita became fact. To exist on vegetarian diet would 
be a way out that would not suit all digestions, and might be 
ruinous to many constitutions. nd the importance of the matter jg 
magnified when we know that, in the event of Parliament prohibitigg 
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Shechita, no Jew worthy of the name, whatever his religious opinions, would 
care to eat trifah. All Jews would recognise in such legislation a challenge 
to religious freedom to which there could be only one worthy response. 
Parliament would have removed Kushrus from being a question of religious 
opinion to one of the personal honour of the Jew, about which there could not 
possibly be two opinions. 


The Shechita question is placed first among the gathering difliculties of 
Anglo-Jewry not because it is most vital. In gravity it, perhaps, can be 
placed on a par with the Sunday Closing legislation which l’arliament will 
probably be called upon to enact. Both of them, however, are questions 
which, when once they come along, are by their nature galling and hazardous 
to a degree. They hit at our power to observe the tenets of our faith amid 
non-Jewish surroundings. They would tend to place us into equivocal 
relations with our fellow-citizens, a state of affairs the most dangerous 
conceivable to any Jewish community. They are questions which require 
narrowly watching, but there are questions more important in the sense that 
with them are bound up the Jew’'s citizenship of the Empire. Such is the 
Passports (Juestion, and such is the Naturalisation problem. Here we are face 
to face with two matters either ef which, and the first especially, may rapidly 
draw us into a vortex of agitation and discussion, out ‘of which, if we would 
not be damaged as a community, we must take care to come at tle right 
moment and in the right manner. hemember, both questions, if the heads 
of them touch Hngland, their feet touch Russia, the world’s cockpit of Jewish 
problems. In this respect, they are akin to the question of Alien Immigration. 
It is not difficult to predict that we sha'l hear a great deal of this question in the 
near future in the form of a fresh anti-aliens’ agitation, to be followed by an 
amending Act. The questions of Passports and of Naturalisatjon are forced 
upon us by Russia's misgovernment. With that misgovernm the I-nglish 
Government is en «ntente. To disturb England's foreign policy, with all its 
innumerable international tendrils, to which necessity may conipel us Jews 
in England, will be a heavy responsibility—however slight may be really the 
disturbance anything we may or can in fact do. 

The five enumerated questions do not exhaust those that are likely in a 
little while to face us. The divorce legislation is yet another that may tease 
the community, and is probably not the only one left undenominated. lut in 
addition there is the eternal problem of the Jew, which may become acute 
anywhere, at any time—in Roumania, the Balkans, Turkey, |’ersia, Morocco 
and from any manifestations of that problem we Jews in England can never 
expect wholly to escape. Indeed, our business is not to find means of escape 
from our problems. Our business is ta find methods of dealing with our 
problems. For methods we must first look to'means. It is when method and 
means are in question that the insistent cry of “ Wake up Jewry!” clangs in 
our ears, 

For the one organisation we have the business of which is to grapple with 
such Jewish problems as have here been set down, and many another that has 
not, is the Board of Deputies. The proceedings of that body and its manner 
of work have frequently been discussed and criticised. There is ample room 
to-day for discussion and criticism of its methods and of its own estimate, 
which it has anade palpable, of the duties it has undertaken. But more 
to the point Mit to see wherein improvement can be effected. There is 
but one quality that can make the Board of Deputies powerful. It is 
that it shall voice the opinions of a united Jewry. To do this the 
Board must have representatives from every section of Anglo-Jewry. 
But above all those representatives must represent. A few months ago 
one of our communal leaders confessed his utter ignorance about the 
geographical identity of his constituency. He “represented” a place at 
the Board into which he had never set foot. He is not alone in this 
curious position as a member of the Board. He was only more outspoken 
than many of his colleagues. Now, if this sort of thing which we know is 
general continues, the Board will continue impotent, incapable of doing any- 
thing effectually to grapple with Jewish problems, a flaccid excrescence of 
the community, which will find its only field of labour in routine resolu- 
tions and addresses of the gratulatory order. If we are unable to grapple 
with the problems that are likely to confront us, we shall not be able to 
escape them. They will overwhelm us to the extent of demeaning, 
depressing, diminishing, and degrading Anglo-Jewry. 

Within a few weeks—about a score—the new elections for the Board of 
Deputies are to take place. Itis in this respect that “ Wake up Jewry!” is 
here sounded as a tocsin. Now is the time to prepare. Now is the time for 
preparation to be begun in every congregation throughout the United 
Kingdom, in every synagogue in England, Scotland, Wales, and Ireland to 
qualify for representation at the Board of Deputies. East and West, poor con- 
gregation and rich synagogue, al! should be represented, all should find voice 
in the organisation that is the one organisation we have by which we can hope to 
grapple with Jewish problems now and in the future in this country. But, in 
addition, each congregation must see to it thatit isreallyrepresented. (‘are must 
be taken that the men they send shall know and understand local wants, local 
wishes, local aspirations, and shall voice them at the Board—only those 
men must be chosen as delegates who take care to keep in constant touch with 
their constituents. Ifin next May an election on these lines were to take place 
for the Board—an election on truly Jewish democratic lines—the Board would 
become immediately strengthened beyond measure. Quickly would there dis- 
appear all the little foibles that now mark its procedure and its methods, 
and which have made us laugh—or weep according as was our disposition. 
Quickly with the revivifying influence of real representation the Board 
would become a recognised power. By means of such a Board the threatening 
clouds of our problems might be made to vanish while yet they are ungathered. 


Wake up Jewry! Recollect, the Board of Deputies elections are at hand. 
Wake tip Jewry! Wake up! The time has come for you to awake and set 
your Board in order! ,

Mr. ASQUITH: All these considerations are present to our minds. 

Lord R. CEcIL (U., Hitchin) asked whether it would not be possible to take 
the motion next Iriday instead of the Welsh Church Bill. 

Mr. ASQUITH: I do not think we should,be justified in giving the whole of 
Friday to this question. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Tvespbay. 

Mr. R. GWYNNE (U., Eastbourne) asked the Under-Secretary for India 
whether his attention had been called to the weekly circular issued ‘by Messrs. 
Samuel Montagu and Co., dated August 22nd, 1912, in which it was stated that 
silver was quoted at 294d. for cash delivery (the highest cash price since October 
llth, 1907); and would he state how much silver was actually purchased by 
Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. for the Government at that price withia a month 
from that date. 

Mr. H. BAKER: The amount bought at 29/d. within a month from August 
22nd was £600,000. It was all bought on September 11th, after about 1} million 
had been obtained in the interval between the two dates at lower prices. As I 
explained to the hon. member in reply toa «nestion on November 2¢th last, the 
price of 294d. included all costs up to delivery i: India. Allowing for this and for 
the fact that payment was madeafter delivery, the price paid corresponded to about 
's .d. for cash with delivery in london. 

Mr. R. GWYNNE: Do the India Ofiice still think that hundreds of thoneands 
»f pounds have been eaved by the Ciovernment by making these purchases in this 
manner ” 

Mr. H. BAKER: Yes, Sir, they do. 

Mr. R. GWYNNE asked the | nder-Secretary for India whether minutes of the 
proceedings of the Finance Committee of the India Council were kept; and, if so, 
whether the business transactions and reports of personal interviews between Sir 
Felix Schuster, acting on behalf of the Government, and Messrs. Samuel 
Montagu and Co. appeared therein from time to time. 

Mr. H. BAKER: The answer to the first part of the question is in the 
affirmative. The minates record the Committee's recommendations as to the 
authority to be given from time to time by the Secretary of State in Council to 
the Chairman of the Committee to arrange for the purchase of silver; they do 
not record communications that passed between him, acting under such authority, 
and Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. 

Mr. R. GWYNN¢« asked the Under-Secretary for India whether his attention 

had been called to the weekly circular issued by Messrs. Samuel Montagu \ Co. 
to the public, dated August 22nd, 1912, in which it was stated that the steamers 
\o Bombay and Calcutta that week would take £750,000 in bar silver on account 
of the Indian Government, that this would be followed by further shipments, 
the probable requirements for silver coinage in the immediate future having been 
anticipated by purchases effected at the lower prices ruling some time ago, and 
that a knowledge of these facts disposed of any necessity for counting the Indian 
‘;overnment a factor in the market, and that the situation was full of interest, 
and, furthermore, that on that day (Monday), abundance of cash and forward 
ilver being forthcoming, it became evident that whatever purchases the Indian 
Government bad made in the past months it had now ceased to be a buyer ; 
whether immediately before the issue of this circular Messrs. Samuel Montagu 
aod Co. had been purchasing large quantities of silver on behalf of the Govern. 
ment, and immediately after they proceeded to buy over £4,000,000 of silver for 
the Government ; and whether it was with the consent and approval of the India 
()'hoe that this statement was deliberately made. 

Mr. H. BAKER: The Secretary of State knows nothing of these or any other 
trade circulars until they are issued. At the date of the particular circular men- 
s:oned the firm had completed all the orders that it had received and had no reason 
to expect further orders. 

_ Mr. R. GWYNNE: Is the hon. gentleman aware that on August 4th Messrs. 
"amuel Montagu themselves wrote to the India Office suggesting that there were 
ull very large sums to be bought and ‘that within a month they hoped to buy 
some more millions? 

Mr. H. BAKER: August 4th is many days before August 22nd.

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THE ASSASSINATIONS AT SALONIKA. 


DETAILS OF THE CRIME. 


IMPOSING FUNERAL OF THE VICTIMS. 
From our Correspondent.] 


SALONIKA, DECEMBER 27TH. 

Alas! what we have feared has come to pass. The Hellene malefactors of 
every stamp who infest our city, encouraged by the criminal inertia of the Greek 
anthorities, have gone beyond robbery from the person and the looting of houses. 
They have now added murder to their crimes. 

As I telegraphed to you on the morrow of the tragedy, two inoffensive Jewish 
money changers, David Amir and Jacques Fransés, were about to enter their 
homes on the evening of the ’ith inst. when they were assassinated by Greeks. 
The two companions were walking along the small street leading to the Place 
Loubé, accompanied respectively by their son and nephew. M. Frans¢s was 
proceeding a few paces in advance. Suddenly five men emerged from the Rue 
Lebledji. Two of them attacked M. Frans:s, who was carrying a bag containing 
about £1200, and in less time than I could describe it the unfortunate man was 
gagged. M. Amir attempted to grapple with the aggressors and cried for help, but 
revolvers were fired at both Jews and the bullets lodged in their hearts. M. Amir, 
who fell to the ground unconscious, received the coup de yrdce with a dagger. M. 
Frane’s also soon succumbed. The sound of the shots was the signal for an 
alarm, and during the excitement that was created the murders decamped. The 
son and nephew of the victims, aged respectively eight and twelve, were witnesses 
of the eanguinary drama. In accordance with an old Jewish custom, the bodies of 
the murdered men were conveyed to the Kalvassara Synagogue, where a heart- 
rending scene was witnessed when the relatives of the victims entered. David 
Amir was only thirty-four years, and has left a widow and two children, the 
vounger of whom is only ten days old. Frans¢s was forty, and has four young 
children. 

The double and odious murder has thrown the whole community into 
mourning and into a state of consternation and indignation. Everyone asks 
tremblingly how long will the authorities countenance this terrible state of things, 
for no one knows whether his turn may not come next. Nobody is certain of 
reaching bis home at night safe and sound. 

The funeral of the two victims was very imposing. The community and the 
Jewish clubs determined to give it a grandiose character, as a protest, mute but 
eloquent, -against the continued crimes of Greek scoundrels who hold the lives and 
property of the Jews so cheaply. The entire Jewish population paid the last 
homage to the poor martyrs. All the Jewish warehouses and shops, and most of 
the shops belonging to Mohammedans, were closed. An enormous procession, 
estimated at 12.000, followed the cort¢ge. The Chief Rabbi and the Council of 
the community were also in the cort.ge, which was preceded by a group of pupils 
of the Talmud Torah Hagadol, who chanted dirges. At a part of the route a 
panic broke out and the crowd commenced to cry out and flee. What had 
happened? Captain Axialos, of the Gendarmes, followed by s2me soldiers and 
gendarmes, ordered those who were in the front ranks of the procession to disperse, 
as under martial law large gatherings were prohibited. As the crowd turned a 
deaf ear to his demand, the Captain directed the soldiers to load their ritles, and 
it was this order that caused the alarm. Happily the officer did not persist, and 
the cort:ve continued its way undisturbed. Particular notice was taken of the 
fact that the flag at the Belgian Consulate was lowered to half mast, a token of 
sympathy which was much appreciated. 

After the faneral the Chief Rabbi waited om Prince Nicolas of Greece, the 
Military Governor, with whom he discussed the crime and whom he requested to 
increase the police guards in the quarters where it was committed. The Prince 
replied that he was greatly saddened by the crime, and he promised that he would 
do his best to prevent any more. 

Was I not justified in saying, as I have done in previous letters, that the 
numerous promises of King (jeorge and the Greek authorities were but empty 


words and an immense bluif? In faceof so grave an occurrence, will these. 


authorities at length decide to do their duty by discovering the murderers and 
make them expiate their crime by the infliction of the death penalty? The 
experience of the past causes me to be very sceptical on this point. 
LATER. 

I bave just seen a proclamation issued by the Procureur-Général of this city, 
M. Achille Lambros, with reference to the murders. This proclamation bears 
evidence of the intention of the Greek authorities to bring about the arrest of 
and to punish the criminals, and it may be regarded as a direct effect of the 
imposing demonstration at yesterday’s funeral, which profoundly impressed 
and disagreeably surprised the Greek authorities. The following is the 
tenour of the proclamation :—‘On December 11/24, David Amir and Jacob 
Fransés were murdered in the Carghi Meidan quarter. I have entrasted 
M. Konstantinos Kiriacopoulos, Juge d’Instraction of the First Section of Gendar- 
merie, with the holding of an inquiry into the affair. The inquity so far has 
reached a satisfactory stage; nevertheless, in order to expedite its end, and taking 
into consideration the dispositions mentioned in Article 151 of the Penal Code and 
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having received the authority of the Minister of Justice, we declare that a reward 
of 2,000 drachmas [francs) will be paid to anyone who will first indicate the 
criminals to us, and a reward of 3,000 drachmas to the person who may be the 
immediate cause of their arrest.” 


The Refugees" at_ Constantinople. 


(From our Correspondent. } 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The maintenance of the %,000 Jewish refugees in this city is proving very 
costly. After having expended all the fanddé collected, the Relief Committee was 
faced, at the end of the year, with a deficit of £T700. (The amount required 
every week is £1400.) In view of this fact, the Committee has been compelled 
to suspend the distribution of fuel, and your readers can easily imagine the hard- 
ships which this entails on all the poor fugitives in this rigorous winter of ours. 
If help does not come promptly, the refugees will be left to their fate, and, in such 
case, many tragedies will ensue. As the Government is unable to lodge and feed 
these 3.000 persons in the capital, they will, as they did to the Jewish refugees 
from Roumelia and Macedonia, send them to the interior of Asia Minor, 
where they will be at the mercy of semi-savages and in any event of hostile non- 
Mohammedans. Owing to the deplorable situation, the Chief Rabbi bas sent 
appeals by telegram to the Jewish organisations in Paris, Berlin, and London, 
urgently soliciting help. I learn that even before the receipt of the telegram, the 
Hi/feverein in Berlin sent a farther contribution of 15,000 francs. 

The Situation at Adrianople.

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

It became possible a few days ago to communicate by wireless telegraph from 
here with our coreligionists at Adrianople. The Chief Rabbi of that city has 
replied that the health of the Jews was not bad and he asked for further financial 


help. Onur Chief Rabbi accordingly sent him, by wireless, £T500 through the 
medium of the Deutsche Bank. 


POSITION OF ROUMANIAN JEWS. 
Address to the King. 

The Association of Roumanian Jews has this year, as in previous years, pre 
sented a petition to the two Houses of Parliament, summing up their grievances 
and asking for redress of the wrongs, which have been inflicted upon them 
systematically ever since the time of the Berlin Treaty. This petition was also 
presented to the King, through the delegate of the representatives, Dr. Max 
Gaster, and together with the petition, be presente’ to His Majesty the following 
address :— 

SIRE,--In these decisive moments through which the country is passing, 
the Jewish native population deems it its duty to affirm their unalterable 
solidarity with the Roumanian nation, and their deep attachment to the 
country. 

The native Jews will be among the first who will follow the call to arms 
and will join heartily with their comrades to fight side by side with them 
under their national flag. 

They know full well that justice can no longer be delayed. They realise 
the change of mind which is taking place under the stresa of circumstances. 
We do not doubt that from the deep-set movement which is now agitating the 
country @ new conscience will arise and a public sentiment more keenly alive 
to the claims of justice. 

We waited long enough. The time has arrived when more sympathy and 
greater interest ehould be taken in our cause. We are Ronmanians, and we 
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wish to be recognised as such by law. When the hour of sacrifices strikes, 
we will show, as we have shown in the past, and as we are showing day by 
day, that no one has the right to consider himself a better Roumanian than 
weare. Bata newly awakened conscience, and a more dispassionate under. 
standing of the true interests of the country, will no longer allow that we, 
Roumanians in regard to sacrifices, shall be aliens in regard torights. 
Sire, In the annexed petition, which we have sent to the Legislative 
bodies, we have explained our demands more fully. We pray that Your 
Majesty may grant it your kind consideration. We demand, Sire, that at 
least justice should be done to us. 3 
The Jewish population is sure that they will enjoy to the full the solicitous 
assistance of Your Majesty in their claim for the vindication of their rights. 
They know that from the Throne can issue forth only words of encouragement 
and acts of justice. The Jewish native population will never forget that, 
thanks to Your Majesty’s intervention, the right of being treated equally with 
Roumanians has now been granted to them in the new laws on national trade 
and industry. They hope that now in the same manuer, and from the same 
place, the word will come which will signify the closing of the past and the 
beginning of a new life. 
His Majesty received the delegate very affably, and had with hima long con- 
versation, and among others he enquired after Dr. Gaster (the Haham), and he 
asked his brother to convey to him His Majesty's kindly sentiments. 


THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN RUSSIA. 
Changes in the Government. 
THE LEADER OF THE PEASANTS’ FACTION AND THE JEWISH PROBLEM, 
[From our Correspondent. | 


Russian Jewry is watching with extreme interest the latest developments in 
the internal situation in Russia. A remarkable account of the defeat of a plot of 
extreme Jew-baiters in connection with the Ministerial changes has been revealed 
in St. Petersburg, and their failure is a matter of congratulation to Rassian Jews. 
The Court reactionaries had a scheme in hand for the calling to power of a son of 
the author of the anti-Jewish May Laws, M. Ignatieff, the former Prefect of 
Odessa, General Tolmatcheff, and the installation cf M. Krivoshein, or the present 
Minister of Justice, M. Tcheglovitoff, as Premier. It is now asserted that the 
reverse of the reactionaries will carry with it the resignations of MM. Kasso and 
Sabler (Pobiedonostzeff’s pupil), and other Jew-baiters in the Government, in 
accordance with the wishes repeatedly expressed by the Premier. The attention 
of the Jewish public has also been centred on the future policy of the new Minister 
of the Interior, M. Maklakoff. Accounts of the attitude of this Minister towards 
Jews in the province of Tchernigoff (where he was Governor), have reached the 
capital, and tend to raise the hope that during his tenure of office the Jews will be 
free from those new measures regarding the right of domicile of Jews, which 
marked the career of his predecessor in the Ministry. It is related of him that, 
whilst duly carrying out all anti-Jewish orders which reached him from St. 
Petersburg. he, at the same time, posed as the benefactor of thousands of Jews in 
the Kieff Slobodka (which is included in the province of Tchernigoff, though 
actually a suburb of the neighbouring town of Kieff), by refusing to recognise it as 
a village where Jews are not allowed to reside. Last week, on the arrival of the 
pew Minister at Slobodka, on the way to the capital, the local Jews held special 
services in the synagogues, and a petition, supported by the entire population, was 
presented to M. Maklakoff, praying that the place shouid be officially converted 
into.a townlet. His latest pronouncement on the internal situation in Russia was 
that he recognised that “a river cannot flow backward but must go forward.” 

Of great interest also is the forecast that M. Arbueov, a pronounced friend of 
the Jews, will be appointed one of the right-hand assistants of the new Minister. 

M. MAKLAKOFF RECEIVES A JEWISH DEIUTATION. 


The new Minister, M. Maklakoff, has very cordially received a Jewish deputa- 
tion, which consisted of the Tchernigoff Rabbi Chein, the Crown Rabbi Schneyerson,. 
and other communal workers. The Minister was presented by the deputation with 
a Bible. 

THE DUMA MOVES’ FORWARD.—IMPORTANT STATEMENT. 


Even pessimists—and the events of the last few years have created them in 
every corner of the Empire—are bound to acknowledge that a change has come 
over the Duma and the tone of the parties in the House. It was particularly 
noticeable that the pronounced Jew-baiters conducted themselves during the last 
session more in accordance with the tactics of their friends in Western Europe 
than with the traditions of the last Duma. Every corner of Russia heartily 
re-echoes the sentiments of the Premier’s declaration and the resolution of the 
Dama, inviting the Government to respect the law and carry out the promises of 
the Tsar’s Manifesto of October, 1905. It is worth recording that the third Dama 
rejected a similar resolution ; and though the extreme activity of the Upper House 
and the Court party in the cause of reaction and the hasty summons of a 
Conference of the parties of the Right are noted with deep apprebension, the pro- 
gressive move of the Duma still inspires the Russian Liberals and Jews with hopes 
for the future. Professor Kovalevsky trusts that the time is near when many Jew- 
baiters will follow in Iliadore’s footeteps, and apologise to the Jews. (The monk’s 
message imploring the pardon of the Jews was published in a recent issue of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. Since then the monk has begun to study Hebrew in order 
to acquaint himself with the original of the Bible of the “ great nation of the 
diaspora.”) Enlightened Russia appears to be tired of the constant Jew-baiting 
schemes, and the authorities can no longer restrain the pro-Jewish appeals as they 
successfully frightened the initiators of the pro-Jewish petition in 1391. The fate 
of mismanaged Turkey has also produced an enormous impression on Liberal 
Russians. Deputy Lvov has warned the Government that Tsardom cannot pro- 
gress with a vast disaffected Jewish, Polish, Mussulman, and Finnish population. 
Finaliy, the Leader of the Peasants’ faction (which numbers about fifty deputies), 
M. Karaalov, a Cossack officer, has made a statement on the Jewish problem. He 
expressed himself in favour of the abolition of the Pale and against the exclusion of 
the Jews from the army, recognising that there are splendid soldiers among Jews, 
just as there are bad soldiers among non-Jews. Speaking of the attitude of his 
party towards our coreligionists, he stated that so far he has only heard of one 
member who felt nervous of Jewish competition, but he did not encounter any 
other antagonism towards Jews among his followers. 


THE PROTECTORS OF THE “ NOVOE VREMYA” AND THE JEW-BAITERS. 


As I stated before, our enemies are alive to the possibility of changes, and 
they seek protection in the Court party, and the reactionary Governors and Press 
receive wide support from the latter. Nothing seems to shake the confidence of 
the Court clique in the Jew-baiters. Recently astounding crimes were revealed 
in the administration of Governors patronised by Real Russians, and grave accusa- 
tions were made against the extraordinary methods of the Novoe Vremya in pro- 
moting its interests. Yet the latter continues to count an assistant Minister 
among its directors. It also receives the fall support of the bureaucrats, Officials, 
Nationalists, and reactionaries, and all moral blows seem to affect it as little as they 
do the Court entourage.

In twenty five years Russia 
will number two hundred and fifty millions! When we consider that those two 
handred and fifty millions will by that time be fally equipped with every instrument of 
modern civilisation, we realise that Russia will be one of the most formidable world 

forces, for good or evil, before the first half of this century bas ran its course. We 
realise that the future belongs. not to England, or to France, or to Germany, but to 
Russia \fter venerations of suffering, the Slav is at last coming into his inheritance.

(nd the mineral resources of the country are no leas varied and no less inexbaustible. 
We need only refer to the coal-fields of the Donelz, to the oil fields of Baka, to the 
vold and silver mines of the Ural mountains and of Siberia. If to-day Russia is one 
of the granaries of the world. to-morrow she will be one of its greatest industrial areas 
For the transport of her agricultural and industrial produce Kussia possesses not only 
sixty thousand miles of railroad, but what is vastly more important the moet magcnif 
cent waterways of Earope. The Raossian complains that he bas no ontlet on the ocean, 
that all his seas are inland lakes: the Baltic, the Black Sea, the Caspian, and Lake 
Baikal. Bat he forgets that he possesses the Don, the Dnieper, and the most glorious 
river of the world —the Volga! Let the tourist take his passage at Tver, on one of the 
floating hotels of the Kavkaz and Mercyr--Tver is only eight hours’ railway journey 
from St. Petersburg—and let bim drift in an eight-days’ joursiey on the Mother Voiga 
down to the Caspian Sea, and he will then realise the unrivalled possibilities of Russian 
inland commerce. 


CHARACTERISTICS. 


It is trae that a large proportion of the Empire has not yet been assimilated. The 
alien races —The Catholic Pole, the Protestant, even the Germans and Finns, the Jews 
and Armenians—-have not yet been won over by the ag te Still, the Russian 
element forms the enormous majority of the population. When the Government gives 
up its stapid methods of compaision, it is probable that the process of Hussification will 
proceed ata very rapid pace. For let us not be deceived by superficial appearances. 
lhe Kussian race possess many of the characteristics of a superior and imperial people. 
They have survived a atruggle for life of rathless severity. They have resisted the 
continued pressure of hunger, war, plague, of a cruel climate, and a more crael Govern 
ment. The Kussians have got a splendid physique; they have a capacity of endurance 
which is surpassed by no otber race. And although they emerged only yesterday from 
barbari«m, they have already produced giants in every department of Art, of Literature, 
and Philosophy—scientists like Mendeleieff, philosophers like Solovioff, musicians like 
Tschaikowsky, painters like Verestchagin, men of letters like Tolstoy and Dostoieffsky, 


THE MoOUJTK 


Earopean Russia is surrounded by an idustrial belt in the West, in the south, and in the 
east. Lut in the meantime Kussia remains pre-eminently a nation of peasants. The » vA 
ia still the backbone of the Empire: He is a splendid worker when he is given a chance, 
und in Siberia and Central Asia he proves an ideal colonist. It ia true that technically 
he is still a bad agriculturist. He is ignorant. He has no capital. He scratches the 
earth with his primitive plough, as in the days of Abraham. Bnt enormous progress.is 
being made, and great changes are impending. ‘lhe Knussian Government is instituting 
vigantic experiments in land reform, which our own land reformers would do well to 
follow very closely. Hitherto the communal system of property seems to have proved an 
insurmountable obstacle to agricultural progress. That form of collective primitive 
agriculture has now broken down. The ancient institution of the © mir,” or village com- 
munity, is being disintegrated. Communism is giving way to peasant proprietorship and 
social co-operation. 

ERNMENT 


But it is obvious that no reform of any kind will be carried through successfully 
until the methods of government in Kussia have undergone drastic changes. ‘Those 
hundred and seventy millions are still abominably ruled. In the first place, they are 
misyoverned by their spiritual ralers. The Greek Orthodox Church, with her parish 
priests, who are compelled to marry, with her hierarchy of monks and bishops, who are 
torbidden to marry, remains grossly ignorant and slothful, and maintains the people fn 
sloth and ignorance. She is out of touch with modern life, and continues in abject 
mental submission to a despotic State Nor do the Russian people fare any better with 
their temporal rolers. The Taar is the nominal! head of the Empire. But the reality of 
power is vested in an irresponsible bureancracy, corrupt by tradition, and. what is worse, 
corrupt by necessity, because despotism must needs breed corruption, and becanse the 
huge distances from St. l’etersburyg make supervision and responsibility impossible. It 
is true that since the her ic rising of 105 the Kussian people have received represent- 
ative institutions; but the Duma is only a beginning. No reforms can be fruitful aniess 
they are attended by a large measure of Home Rulein Finland. in Poland, in Tians 
Cancasia, in Little Kassia, and nnless they are attended by an even larger measure of 
local self-government, and last, not least, unless they are attended by a concession of 
religious liberty. ever the foundation of political liberty. 


GREAT ORSTACLES. 


Unfortunately for the prospects of reform at present, the ideals and the activity of 
the Government are still being diverted, by the delasion of imperialism, from the 
pressing home-problems. What the Kussian people reaily want are better roads, more 
railways, better housing, better sanitation, better schools, a more liberal Church, a more 
liberal administration. Bat instead of the activities of the Government being turned in 
that direction, the huge revenue of the Empire is being spent on increasing an alread, 
huge and unwieldy army. and the political energy of the ruling classes is being devoted 
to the ambitious and perilous schemes of conqnest in Persia, Mongolia, and Manchuria 
Only six years ago the fingo policy brought humiliating disaster to the Russian arms 
The Government bas already forgotten the awful lesson, and is returning to the evil of 
its ways. They are’ strangling Persia. They are preparing to annex Mongolia and 
part of Manchuria. ‘There lies the danger in the immediatefuture. A false and obsolete 
political philosophy, the imperialism of the government class and the spiritual despotism 
of the (rthodox Church, are the two greatest obstacles in the way of the moral and 
intellectual enfranchisement of the Russian people. 

It will be seen from Mr. Sarolea’s excellent informative article how intimately, 
at least in one aspect, the Jewish question is bound up with “ drastic changes” that 
are so urgent in “the methods of government” of Russia. 


THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT AND THE SALONIKA JEWS. 
The Prime Minister Styles them8Brothers. 


Count de Romanonués, Prime Minister, has given to the correspondent of the 
Paris atin at Madrid an interview on Franco-Spanish relations, in the course of 
which he made reference also to the struggle in the Balkans. The Prime Minister 
said in part: “ We Spanish entertain sentiments of affection and tenderness for a 
large number of our brothers in whose veins flows the same blood as ours, and 
who, expelled in an age of fanaticism, settled in Salonika. There it is our lap- 
guage which they speak, thus keeping alive the remembrance of the fatherland. 
Yes, they are brothers of ours who, throughout the centuries, bave preserved a 
longing for the land of their origin. This reason, if no other, should suffice to 


explain the attention with which we have followed all the phases of the Balkan 
War. 


Our Constantinople correspondent informs us that on the occasion of a 
Spanish royal fete, the Marquis de Prat de Nantouillet, Ambassador of Spain to 
the Sublime Porte, invited the leading Jewish families of the capital to tea on 
board the cruiser “ Reina Regente,” which lies at anchor in the port. A large 
number of coreligionists accepted the invitation. In addressing his guests the 
Ambassador repeated the desire of his Government to repair the injury done 
centuries ago by the expulsion of Jews from Spain. The Ambassador, the Com- 
mander, and the other officers of the ship vied with each other in making the 
Spanish-Jewish féte as agreeable as possible. It was an interesting sight to witness 
the descendants of the Jewish families expelled in 1492 fraternising and exchanging 
cordial greetings with the sons of Spain of to-day. 


THE TRIAL OF THE JEWISH DENTISTS IN MOSCOW. 
The Verdict. 
[From our Correspondent. | 


At last, judgment was delivered last week on the cases of the three hundred 
Jewidh hentinte cal the few Christians who had helped the former to date back 
their registration for the purpose of obtaining the right of domicile outside the 
Pale. The trial was marked by several tragic scenes (some of which have already 
been described in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. (ae accused Jewess exclaimed in 
the court: “Iam nota cri inal; I only wanted to obtain the right of domicile to 
pursue my studies and render myself usefal to society.” Another Jew stated that 
he preferred to commit the offence for which he was tried, to obtaining the right 
of domicile through conversion. ‘The lawyers appealed to the coart to consider the 
position of the acoused and the sufferings of the Jews, and the |.i\beral Press, 
in its turn, drew the attention of the judges tothe fact that the trial alone cost the 
accused about 420,000 roubles. Only seventy-six of the accused were acquitted. 
One hundred and seventy-eight dentists were sentenced to the loss of rights, rigorous 
imprisonment (known as aresfantskaya rota) for one year, whilst seven women 
were sent to an ordinary prison fora year. Six (including a minor) were sentenced 
to imprisonment for four months. In addition, six officials and three dentists 
were sentenced to imprisonment for terms ranging between three years and one 
year, and fines amounting to 40,720 roubles were imposed. The court, however, 
announced its intention to appeal to the Tsar to reduce the various sentences of 
imprisonment to terms ranging between six months and one month. The verdict 
was received with bitter weeping in the court. 


The German Press and3the Moscow Judgment on Jewish Dentists. 
[From a Correspondent.] 


FRANKFORT. 

The entire German Liberal Press deals with the Moscow verdict in the case of 
the Jewish dentist«, and is unanimous in the opinion that the real accused were 
not the Jewish defendants but the Russian Government, which compels the 
Jew to employ every possible means in order to be able to reside outside the Pale. 
The Frankfurter Zeitung says that the trial did not last two months but has 
been going on for thirty years, for ever since the creation of the Pale of Settlement 
six million Jews are in a state of trial. The principal crime of these six million 
people is that they are Jews born in Russia, for which the Russian Government 
cannot forgive them. Many Berlin Liberal papers express the hope that this 
shamefal trial will open the eyes of Russian society, and cause all right-thinkiog 
Russians to compel their Government to abolish a system which is absolutely 
barbaric, and from which only the Russian police derive any gain. The German 
Prees asks M. Kokovzeff whether he desires to extend his programme of 
internal pacification, which he developed in his last speech in the Dama, to 
Christians only, or whether he is sincere and courageous enongh also to include in 
it the sorely persecuted Jews. Not since the pogroms of 1905 bas the German 
Prees used such energetic language in favour of the Russian Jews, and it remains 
to be seen whether it will have any effect on the men in power io Russia. The 
intervention of the German Liberal Press in favour of the Russian Jews is the 
more important as it practically controls the great financial and commercial 
institutions of the Empire, and it will be difficult for Russia to raise a loan in 
Germany against the will of the Liberal Press. 


HOW RUSSIAN PEASANTS TREATED JEW 
Striking Pro-Jewish Acts. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


The latest accounts from Volbynia state that during the period of expulsions 
the local Jews had to hide themselves in their houses, fearing to display any signs 
that the latter were occupied. They had no lights and no tires in their dwellings, 
and on the approach of the secret police they used to hide in the forests. 

The peasants of Volhynia have displayed great sympathy with the exiled 
Jews. They assisted many of them financially, lent them conveyances to remove

their property to the towns, provided them with bread, and, of their own accord,. 
the Christian inhabitants in several villages met and protested against the 
expulsions. 

The new Governor, Melnikoff, however, boasts of his intention to exile 4.000 
more Jews during the next summer, and the Court party has persuaded the Tsar 
to reward him for his efforts by the confirmation of his appointment just notified 
in the official Gazette. . 

Newexpulsionsof Jewsarealsoin progressat Kasan, Sviatoshin, Baku, Kostroma, 
and Heine (Borisov), whilst, with the view to limiting the representation of Jewsatthe 
dentists’ conference, the seat of the latter has been transferred by the Govern- 
ment from Odessa to Moscow with the stipulation that only twelve Jews should 
participate in the proceedings. Many dentists’ societies decline to attend the 
gathering, as a protest against the Government. 

From the Caucasus a Christian appeal came last week asking for more 
facilities for ailing Jews to visit the local spas, and at Moscow the Christian 
merchants succeeded in obtaining a concession for the sons of their Jewish 
colleagues as regards their residence in the city. Similarly the merchants of 
Nijni-Novgorod scored a great success in obtaining the support of the Ministry 
and Senate against the Governor’s steps excluding the Jewish members from the 
Fairs’ Committee. 

The Moscow and Lodz commercial circles, however, anxiously await the 
result of their petition on behalf of 164 Jewish merchants in Kieff, whose expaul- 
sion has been fixed for the 14th January. The commercial transactions of the 
affected Jewish merchants amount to fifty million roubles. 

The Kieff authorities also are about to prohibit Jewish advocates registered in

The Senate has finally decided that Jews must not reside on peasants 
property in Poland. 

The Press, despite the fines imposed on various organs, continues to reveal the 
astounding lawlessness of the officials. When it suits their purpose, Bokhara and 
Manchuria become integral parts of Russia, and the Jews are-prohibited to go there 
because the provinces lie outside the Russian Vale; but, when necessary, Jews 
arriving from there are declared as foreigners. Jews overstepping the town 
boundary and erecting their honses partly outside the city limits, are requested to 
prove their right of residence in some of the rooms of their houses. 


UNION OF ORTHODOX RABBIS IN GERMANY. 
Kosher Food for Jewish Soldiers. 
[From a Correspondent.] 
BERLIN. 


The annual meeting of the Union of Orthodox Rabbis in Germany, which 
numbers 120 members, was held ia Berlin last week. Sixty-one members were 
present. The meeting again dealt witb the * Richtlinien,” and with the opposition 
to the proposed marriage and divorce laws by the extreme Liberal Rabbis. Rabbi 
Dr. Stein, of Schweinfurt, read a paper on the subject, and sabmitted several 
proposals to overcome the difficnities which arise from the “ Richtlinien.” 
Unfortunately, the meeting did not see its way to agree to the proposals, knowing 
that every Radical move would make the position of the moderate orthodox more 
difficult. It was only decided to elect a special Committee, which shall deal with 
the question, and whose duty it will be to formulate more acceptable proposals. 
Many othier questions of local importance were also discussed, such as that of pro- 
curing kosher food for the Jewish soldiers. Resolutions wére passed accordingly. 


A COMPULSORY EDUCATION BILL FOR QUEBEC DEFEATED. 


[From our Correspondent.] 
MONTREAL. 

Dr. Finnie’s hardy annual Bill for the improvement of education in the 
Province of Quebec has again suffered defeat owing to the indifference, if not the 
bitter opposition, of the French-Canadian majority of the Provincial Legislature. 
It will be remembered that in the past Dr. Finnie’s efforts for improved educational 
facilities in the city of Montreal aroused the bitter antagonism of the Protestant 
Board of School Commissioners, and the Hon.. Mr. McKenzie, their doughty 
servant. This year Dr. Finnie did not attempt to have the School Board made 
elective, but he desired that all Protestants (Jews being included for school 
purposes in that category) should receive free and compulsory education up to the 
age of fourteen years) After a hot argument in the House, the Bill, which of 
course was much approved by the Montreal Jewish community, was badly defeated, 
only six members voting for it. Among the six were Colonel Smart, member for 
Westmount; Mr. Godfroi Langlois, member for St. Louis; Mr. Ernest Gault, 
member for St. Anitoine ; and the other English Montreal members, inclading the 
mover of the Bill, Dr. Finnie. This means that the desire of the Protestants of 
Montreal that free and compulsory education should be introduced for their 
children is vetoed by the French-speaking majority. The reason is that if the 
Protestants have free and compulsory education the Catholics will be forced, by 
public opinion, to do the same, and this is the last thing that the Church desires. 

Mr. Herbert Ames, M.P. for St. Antoine, has once more distin 
guished himeelf for his straightforwardness and fair-mindedness. It is an open 
secret that Mr. Ames had the refusal of a portfolio in the present Borden Adminis. 
tration, which he was unable to accept on account of his health. At a meeting 
held by the B'nai and B’noth Zion Kadimah Society, Mr. Ames made some 
remarkably strong statements on the school question bere in Montreal. Speaking 
on this question, he said that the system in vogue in the Province of (uebec was 
one that at present was not fair to the Jewish citizens. He said: “The present 
Board of Protestant School Commissioners in Montreal is not sufficiently repre- 
sentative, as the Board is composed only of Protestant representatives, and not of 
any Jewish representatives, although their population and tax paying entitles them 
to representation. This is a great injustice. ; Personally, I am in hopes 
that the day is not far distant when the School Board will be elective and the 
Jewish people of Montreal will have the opportunity of electing one of their own 
race to represent them.” 


THE FALASHAS., 
Dr. Faitlovich and the Italian Government. 
[From our Correspondent. } 
ALEXANDRIA, 

Dr. Jacques Faitlovich arrived here last week. I interviewed him for the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, and asked him for information concerning the question 
of the Pro-Falashas, which he has strenuously promoted for more than eight 
years. In deference to requests made by Dr. Faitlovich in Italy, the Italian 
Government has expressed iteelf willing to grant a large piece of land for the 
purpose of building a school for the Falashas at Adiqualla, situate between 
Abyssinia and the Italian possessions. To this end, Dr. Faitlovich is going there 
with the three teachers he has had trained in Europe, and a Yemenite Rabbi 
whom he will engage in Palestine. The large community of Alexandria, which is 
the nearest Jewry of any great size to the Falashas, has, up to the present, done 
nothing for them. But a Committee, formed by Chief Rabbi Della Pergolla, will 
seek $0 initiate an Alexandrian Falasha Society. Baron Jacques de Menascé, 
President of the community here, has promised his support. 


THE BLOOD LIBEL IN RUSSIA. 
Campaign Against the Premier. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


With the returu of the Investigating Magistrate to Kieff, Beilis was permitted 

to see his relatives, and the inquiry into the murder of Yuschinsky began afresh. 
The Kieff Real Russians have despatched urgent representations to the Real 

Russian deputies to counteract an alleged move of the Premier to release Beilis. 
Considerable attention has been attracted by the speech of a Public Prose- 
cutor at Kanev during the trial of a Jewish youth for an alleged act of violence 
against a Christian child. The Public Presecutor delivered a speech, drawing the 
attention of the Court to the policy pursued by the Jews “in taking away first the 
bread of the Christians and then their children.” The Court, however, answered 
the Prosecutor by acquitting the youth. 
_ Similarly, the Kieff Court has satisfied itself with a mere reprimand of M. 
Krasovsky, against whom the authorities instituted proceedings for alleged crimes 
committed by him several years ago (e.g., embezzlement of a few pence and the 
detention of # peasant), it having been clearly demonstrated that the action was 
brought against him only because he had revealed the great Tcheberakova plot, 
contradicting the blood libel theory. The supporters of the latter are, however, 
not satisfied. They protest against the verdict, just as they have appealed to the 


penate against the acquittal of the other detective officer, M. Mistcohuk; who like- 
wise oppcsed the ritual accusation theory: 


MIRACULOUS ESCAPE OF A JEWISH COMMUNAL WORKER. 
At Vishkov (Warsaw), a few Christians last week killed a man with the 
intention of robbing him. Having finished their work, they inflicted wounds on 
the body, in accordance with the alleged ritual code, and during the night they 
endeavoured to remove it to the premises of the leading member of the local com- 


the population against Jews. 

Attempts to raise blood libels were also made last week at St. letersburg, 
Kishineff, Kamenetz-Podolsk and Zdunskaya-Volia. (In the latter place, an anti- 
Jewish riot occurred last summer on account of a blood libelcharge.) The missing 
children, however, were found. 

A Wilna Jewess (Natban) has been sent to a fortress for a month for publish- 
ing an appeal for protests against the ritual accusation. The publication was 
confiscated. 


THE AGUDAS YISROEL. 
Dr. Breuer Secedes. 

The latest phase of the conflict between Dr. Breuer, the extreme Orthodox 
Rabbi, of Frankfort, and the Agudas Yisroel is his secession from that organisa- 
tion. He has consequently abandoned his separatist movement as being 
super tiuous. 


THE EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM IN RUSSIA. 
The Suicide of Dr. Walk. 
[From our Correspondent. ] 


I announced recently the snocess of Dr. Walk at the Military Medical 
Academy and the difficulties he met with in reaping the results of his achievement. 
Almost immediately after the publication of his success the news came that Dr. 
Walk committed suicide under mysterious circumstances. 

The Council of Rassian Merchants has jast published the replies received from 
several Russian cities with regard to the restriction of Jews in the schools of 
commerce. All answers, without exception, condemned the restriction, yet the 
Ministry persists in introducing the percentage norm even into Jewish institutions 
maintained by Jewish money, and in closing four schools because they count too 
many Jews on the roll. 

The Assistant Minister of Education has visited the Jewish private gymnasium at 
St. Petersburg and found everything in perfect order. Yet permission for the 
opening of a similar institution at Ekaterinoslay was withheld by the Ministry. 

Grave concern has been caused in Jewish circles regarding the fate of the 
famous Volozin Rabbinical Seminary, the closing of which is contemplated by the 
anthorities. Hopes are, however, entertained that the representations made to 
the Liberal Governor of Wilna wil! prove effective in safeguarding the existence of 
the Yeshiva. Similarly, the authorities are thinking of closing the Grodno 
College for Jewish Teachers. To complete tle persecution of the latter, Jewish 
teachers in the Kuieff district are being persecuted for imparting instruction to 
Christians. 

The Russian anti-Semites rejoice at the outbreak of the strikes in Germany 
directed against the foreign students. The Russkoe Znamya complains that the 
Jewish stadents disgrace Russia abroad, and demands that their foreign passports 
should indicate their religion. [t also advocates the closing of the educational 
institutions to Jews in the two capitals of Rassia. 


Death of Maurice Romano Bey. 
(From our Correspondent. } 


ALEXANDRIA. 

The news of the death of Maurice Romano Bey on December 27th, was 
received with the utmost grief in all quarters of thie city. It has cast a gloom 
over rich and poor Jews and non-Jews of this city, for Romano Bey was loved and 
esteemed by all on account of his kindheartedness, intelligence, and geniality of 
manner. Romano Bey had studied for the local Mixed Court Bar and had not 
taken long to obtain a considerable practice. In this capacity he remarkably dis- 
tinguished himself and made his name famous throughout Alexandria. The 
founders of the Land-Bank of Egypt soon entrusted him with the management of 
this institution, which flourished in a most remarkable manner under his direction. 
Romano Bey wasa delegate of the Menasce family at the Menasce School, to 
which he rendered great services. lie was also (jeneral Secretary to the Jewish 
community. When the post (which carries with it a very good salary) became 
vacant, the Bey gratuitously offered his services to the commanity, thus saving 
them a good round sum per annum. 


The Pope and the Future of Palestine. 


The Pope is sending a Note to the German Ambassador in London with a 
request that it shall be read at the Ambassadors’ meeting. It asks that in any 
settlement of the Oriental question which may be arranged, Palestine shall either 
be removed from Turkish control, or the Powers shall guarantee the permanent 
sanctity of sacred places, and the safety of Christian pilgrims.—Exchange Telegram, 
Rome, Tuesday. 


The Hilsner Case. 

At a recent sitting of the Austrian Reichsrath, Dr. Straucher and several of 
his colleagues interpellated the Government with the view to the revision of the 
sentence of Leopold Hilsner. In the course of his speech, l/r. Straucher said that 
he and his friends were actuated solely by motives of humanity, and not by 
religious communion with Hilsner, for the latter had become converted in prison 
to the Koman Catholic faith. The publicity given to this assertion has called 
forth a démenti from Rabbi Dr. M. Mebrer, of Krems, the Jewish Chaplain at 


the prison in which Hilsner is confined, who declares that it is absolutely without 
foundation. 


New Orthodox Synagogues in South Africa. 
(From our Correspondents. | 
JOHANNESBURG, 

The ultra-orthodox congregation, the Beth Hamedrash, consecrated its new 
and commodious synagogue on December 81h, in the presence of about 800 wor- 
shippers. The Chazan, the Rev. Mr. Steinberg, the choir and orchestra produced 
& musical fout ensemble, the effect of which will long be remembered with pleasure 
by those who were present. Mr. Gustav Imroth delivered a sympathetic and 
appropriate address. The Dayan, Rabbi Friedman, in the course of a long 
Talmudical discourse, insisted that they who were orthodox adherents to the 
teachings of the Talmud were the real custodians of Judaism, the only true Jews 
upon whom our future existence depended. 

PORT ELIZABETH. 

On the 11th of December the new synagogue erected by the Orthodox Com. 
munity here was consecrated by Rabbi Dr. J. L. Landau, who came from 
Johannesburg especially for this purpose, as he had laid the foundation-stone of 
the synagogue some months backs. There was a very large assemblage of coreli- 
gionists, and in addition to the townspeople there was a very fair sprinkling of 
country friends. The synagogue has been erected according to the plans of Mr. 
Orlando Middleton, A.R.I.B.A., and is in the Eastern style, presenting a most 
imposing appearance as it stands at the corner of Edward and Raleigh Streets. 
The proceedings commenced at the old synagogue in Hartman Road, from which 
the Rabbi and the members of the congregation marched in procession to the new 
building. Mr. M. Leventhal, of Alexandria, was presented with a silver key by 
whilst Dr. Landau pronounced the usual blessings. Upon entering the new 
Mr. J. Bergman, the President, and he thereupon opened the main door, 
building selections were played by the choir and Mr. tor’s orchestra, who 
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were stationed in the gallery. The Rev. E. Schechter chanted portions of the Scrip. 
ture whilst the Sephorim were carried round the synagogue, and before they were 
placed in the Ark Dr. Landan offered up the prayer for the Royal Family. Afternoon 
service was read by the Rev. J. Siansky, and Dr. Landau delivered an eloquent dis. 
course. The learned Rabbi was listened to with the most profound attention, and his 
exhortation made & most marked impression on the assembly. The proceedings 
terminated with the rendering of the National Anthem. The musical portion of 
the service was most ably conducted by Mr. Kantor, who had evidently given 
weeks of thought and care to the training of the choir and the instrumentalists. 

A reception to Dr. Landau was given in the Mascnic Hall in the evening, at 
which over three hundred persons were present. A sum of over £250 was 
collected in the hall, the donations including a sum of 100 guineas from Mr. M. 
Leventhal. This gift was received with very hearty acclamation. Dr. Landan’s 
health was proposed in felicitous terms by Mr. H. J. Rogaly, who tendered to him 
the thanks of the Orthodox Congregation and their friends for having twice visited 
them within a short space of time and for having done so much for them on each 
occasion. Dancing followed the reception. ladies of the community spared 
no effort to make this a most enjoyable function, and the llth of December will 
long be remembered in Port Elizabeth on account of the successful consummation 
of the hopes and desires of the Orthodox Community to possess a fitting place of 
worship of their own and of the very successful issue to their appeal for financial 
assistance to complete the work in hand. 


Orthodox Jewish Gatherings in Zurich. 
[From our Correspondent. ' 


ZURICH. 

The annual meeting of the Union for the Promotion of Traditional Judaism 
in Switzerland was held here onthe Ist inst. Rabbi Dr. Cohn, of Basle, the 
President, presented the annual report, and M. Hermann Weil reported on the 
financial situation. The Union endeavours wherever possible to promote Jewish 
interests. Its labours during the past year included the appointment of a 
travelling teacher, who visits Jewish families in outlying districts where there are 
no congregations and gives instruction to their children. Thus a knowledge of 
the Jewish religion is being imparted in qnarters which would otherwise be 
alienated from Jadaism. Dr. Lewenstein (formerly of Copenhagen), the new 
Rabbi of Zurich, is among those who were elected on the Council. The meeting 
was followed by a Siyum held by the Chevra Shass, and in the evening a banquet 
was beld. 

Another meeting that took place herethe same day was that of delegates of Jewish 
students at Basle, Berne, and Zarich, with the view to the establishment of a 
(‘pion of University Students who are firm adherents of orthodox Judaism. The 
Conference was very successful, and a l’rovisional Committee was appointed to 
frame a constitution and programme. The first meeting of the Union will be 
held at Berne towards the end of February. Jewish lady stuljents will be eligible 
for membership. 


Dr. Emil Hirsch Pleads for Jewishness in Public Institutions. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, of Chicago, was the principal speaker at the recent 
annual meeting of the Educational Alliance of New York. Ina striking address, 
he attacked the immigration restrictionists as enemies of the Jewish nation and 
extolled the advantages of a free immigration. Le also criticised the methods of 
those Jewish institutions that endeavour to Americanise the Jewish immigrant at 
the expense of his Jewishness. He warned those in charge of the work not to 
extinguish the last spark of Jewishness in the hearts of the newcomers. Dr. 
Hirsch pointed out that while there was much that the Educational Alliance and 
other similar factors could give to the immigrant Jew, the latter, on the other 
hand, was already possessed of some virtues and qualities which his American 
brethren might profitably emulate, and among these was a true love and apprecia. 
tion of the Jewish religion. It mattered not whether such institutions as the 
Educational Alliance preferred Reform Judaism or Orthodoxy ; their duty was to 
afford an opportunity to all who came to them for help and guidance to strengthen 
them in the fundamental principles and ethics of the Jewish religion, which were 
akin to all. 


Remarkable Progress of the Y.M.H. Association in Canada. 
(From our Correspondent.) 


MONTREAL. 

The past year has seen a remarkable spread of the Y.M.H.A. idea throughout 
Canada. When the year commenced we had two or threes small societies num- 
bering aboat two hundred members in Montrea!, i'oronto, Ottawa, and Winnipeg. 
Now we have fourstrong organisations. The movement began in Montreal, and 
a strenuous campaign last spring resulted in increasing the membership of the 
Montreal Association from 100 to 1,000 members. A fine new club house has been 
purchased, and a large number of different athletic branches have been developed. 
[n fact in baseball, basket ball, running, boxing and wrestling, our Jewish teams 
have been well to the fore, when they did not win championships. The move 
ment spread to Toronto, and at present the small original society 1s carrying on a 
campaign for increased membership which is meeting with great success. In 
Ottawa a large membership has been obtained, nearly all the Jewish young men of 
the city being members. In Winnipeg the same activity prevails with the best of 
results. In Montreal the work of the Association is of very great educational 
value. There are Friday night talks, which are attended by hundreds of mem. 
bers, and at which various matters of Jewish interest are discussed. Many 
promivent local Jews address these meetings as do also the labbis. 


CHRONICLE. 


The Proposed Union of Congregations in Johannesburg. 
[From our Correspondent.) 
JOHANNESBURG. 

At last a serious attempt is being made to bring about that much-desired con- 
summation—union. A circular has been addreseed by the Witwatersrand Old 
Hebrew Congregation, the pioveer institution, to all the congregations in Johannes- 
burg, the subarbs, and along the reef, excepting only the Johannesburg Hebrew 
Congregation, asking them to send delegates to a meeting to be held for the purpose 
of holding a prelimioary discussion on this all-important question. The circular 
states “ that the Jewish community would materially benetit from the union of all 
our religions institutions in the Witwatersrand into a‘ Kahal,’ since such a body 
would command the general support and respect of coreligionists, and wonld be 
able to take all necessary action in matters affeot ing the religious life of the com. 
munity.” The greatest credit is due to Mr. D. Starfield, the President, for 
brivging within the range of practical commune! politics a movement which, if 
successful, will consolidate conflicting intereste, and must prove beneficial and 
advantageous to this large cosmopolitan comma nity.

In recognition of their public eervices, thi: Taar has conferred the Stanislav 
Order of second degree on Dr. Saltzman, of 8 imferopol; honorary citizenship on 
MM. Gotlieb and Sternberg, of Odessa, and on M. Gesszen. of Elizabethgrad, a 
gold medal and the Annensky ribbon on M. Shifis, of Odessa; and a silver medal 
on M Grunkino. . 

M. Kligman, of Kishineff, has sent a de nation of 125,000 ronbles to the Com. 
munity for the erection of a Home for Aged Jews. M. Halpern, of Kieff, has 
offered to erect a Sanatorium for consumptive Jews. 

The Balta Court has imposed fines on the Jews against whom proceedings 
were recently instituted for organising @ charitable society (as reported in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE). 

The Kesl Rassians have revived their demand that Jews should be prohibited 
from employing Christians. 

The Commander of the 137th Infantr y Regiment, in swearing in new Jewish 
recruits, praised the conscientions and accurate services of the Jewish soldiers 
in his regiment. Yet, as marks of distrust of Jews, even persons of Jewish origin 
@ithe first three generations are prohibited to enter Cadet schools, and the Jewish 
soldiers have been removed from the regiments stationed in Finland to 
Archangelsk. 

The Russian army commanders have been instructed to grant furlonghs to 
Jewish soldiers on the eve of every Jesvish holiday for the whole festival. 

Thousands of Jews participated ir: the faneral of the Orthodox priest of Pinsk, 
who had distinguished himself by his friendship to our coreligionists 

The official statement on the Bogroff case contains a passage stating that 
Bogroff (the assassin of M. Stolypin) would have killed the Tsar, bat the fear to 
provoke a pogrom made bim abandoa the plan. 

The Minister of Justice bas rejected two hundred more applications from 
Jewish lawyers, asking to be raised to the rank of Assistant Advocate. 

The Jewish candidate in the last Duma elections, M. Rafes, has been arrested. 

The Russian Senate has just thonght it advisable to direct the authorities to 
pay attention to the claims of Advocate Kalmonovitch to stand as s candidate for 
the Duma—a claim made during tbe last campaign. 

According to a Ministerial decision submitted to the Senate, only converted 
Jews and their adult descendants will be able to adopt the Jewieh faith. 

The guthborities have given orders for the burning of the book.“ The Simfer 
opol Pogrom Trial.” 

M. Elkind has presented a thesis to the Moscow University, endeavouring to 
disprove that the Jews are Semites. Famous anthropologists ‘criticized his 
theories, which attracted the attention of the Russian l’ress, but the University, 
nevertheless, bestowed on M. Elkind the degree of doctor. 

The Jewish stadents of the St. Petersburg Conservatoire played a 
principal part in the celebrations on the occasion of the tiftieth anniversary of the 
opening of the institution. 


News from Many Quarters. 
In our issue of December 15th we reprodaced from the Daily Telegraph an 


_ account of a fight at the University Hall in Copenhagen, between partisans of Dr. 


Karl Simonsen and Dr. Georg Brandes, both of whom were described as Jews. 
We are informed, however, that Dr. Simonsen is not even of Jewish descent. 

The Saltan of Turkey has conferred the Order of the Medjidieh, Third Claas, 
on Rabbi Nissim Danon, the new Chief Rabbi of Smyrna, in appreciation of his 
noble conduct at the time that the Italians occupied the island of Rhodes, of which 
he was then Chief Rabbi. 

An interesting function took place on December 12th, at the Carlton Hotel, 
Johannesburg, the occasion being a dinner given to Mr. M. J. Harris by the 
Jew'sh Guild, in recognition of his services to that Institution, as it is owing to his 
persistent and continued efforts and great tact (our Johannesburg correspondent 
writes) that the Jewish Guild has attained the foremost position which it now 
occupies. The occasion was also intended to emphasise the fact that Mr. Harris 
was recently elected President of the local branch gof the Society of Pritish Archi. 
tects. A representative gathering was present, including the Hon. IF. §. Malan, 
Minister of Edueation, Sir George Albu, the Hon. Max Langerman, Mr. E. Star. 
field, President of the Qld Hebrew Congregation, and others. The speeches were 
exceptionally brilliant an! interesting, those delivered by Mr. Malan, Sir George 
Albu, and Mr. M. J. Harris being much appreciated.

South Seas, died leaving a fortune estimated at 250,000 dols. to charitable institu- 
tions in San Francisco. The estate has since grown to 1,000,000 dols., and the 
Judge of the Supreme Court has decided that the Hebrew Home for the Aged and 
Disabled is to receive 600,000 dols. aa its share. 

M. Eng ne Halphen, of Paris, bas just died at the age of ninety-two. He 
was the last survivor of the seven sons of Salomon Halphen, founder of the great 
jeweller’s firm bearing bis name, who came to Paris nearly a centary ago from Metz, 
his birthplace, where he bad created several philantbropic institutions. Euag ne 
Mfalphen devoted the greater part of his time to historical studies, and he pub- 

shed several memoirs and other works chiefly dealing witb the period of Henri 
V. He was a member of the Historical Society of Paris and of that of France. 
Baroness Maurice de Rotbschild is his granddaughter. 

The Jewish community in Paris bas a very practical way of dealing with 
candidatures for the post of Chazan. Unlike the practice now obtaining in 
several London synagogues, the candidatures are not referred to a Selection 
Committee ‘of laymen, but to the official Committee of Chazanim. A case in 
point bas just occurred in connection with the vacant post of Chief Precentor at 
the synagogue in the Rue de la Victoire. No less than twenty-one candidates 
from abroad and from France (the latter including a graduate of the Paris Con- 
servatoire of Music) were heard by the Committee of Chazanim in one day. From 
this number five were selected publicly to officiate in the synagogues on specified 
Sabbaths. 

M. Bergson, the eminent philosopher, Professor at the College of France, bas 
been unanimously elected, for the year 1913, Vice-President of the French 
Academy of Moral and Political Sciences, of which he is a member. 

The well-known Berlin nerve specialist, Professor Dr. I!. Oppenbeim, has 
been elected honorary member of the Societ: Italiani di Neurologia in Rome. 

The Grand Duke of Baden has conferred the Order of the Zibringer Lion on 
Herr Gabriel Karlsraber (Ittlingen) and Herr Salomon Rosenstiel (Schmieheim), 
both of whom have for a large number of years held high*honorary offices in their 
respective congregations. 

Justizrat Dr. Lichtenstein, the candidate of the Progressives and the National 
Liberals, bas been elected member for Konigsberg in the Prussian Chamber. He 
is @ member of the Council of the Jewish community, and ex-President of the 
Bnei Brith Lodge in Ko nigeberg. 

The Committee which had been formed in Vienna under the presidentship of 
Dr. Gustav Kohn, with the object of sammoning a Jewish |: migration Congress, 
has been dissolved, in view of the serious character of the obstacles that presented 
themselves. 

The fourth anpnal Convention of the Federation of Jewish Farmers of 
America was beld recently in New York. The following resolution was adopted : 
Whereas tho experiments inangurated by the Jewish Agricultural and Iodustrial 
Aid Society of New York in the organisation of Farmers’ Credit Unions in this 
country has proven a success far beyond the expectations of the projectors of the 
plan, avd whereas, the extension of the system of rural credit will prove an untold 
blessing to the American people by increasing the productivity of our farms and 
thus lessening the cost of living, therefore be it resolved that the Convention most 
heartily endorses the organisation of the system of rural credit under the auspices 
of the State and National Governments.” 

An independent Talmud Torah School has been formed in Darban. The 
Hebrew Congregation has voted to it a grant of £100. 

Mr. Myer Caselberg, manager of the Masterton (New Zealand) Wairarapa 
Farmers’ Co-operative Association, has been presented with silver plate and an 
illaminated album in recognition of his having occupied his present position 
twenty-one years. 

The German Minister of Railways has prohibited the spreading of anti- 
Semitic pamphlets on the railways. 

Herr [Burgfeld, of Breslau, has bequeathed 1,200,000 marks to Jewish 
charitiee. 

Statistics of the proprietorship of land in Galicia show that 2,083,900 hectares 
are owned by Christians and }01,700 hectares by Jews. There are 2,472 Christian 
Since the year 148, the former have diminished by 
293 and the latter have increased by 114. A large proportion of the leaseholders 
are Jews.

At that 
time Dr. Hertz was practically unknown to Anglo-Jewry. _He had just left 
Johannesburg to take up the Rabbinate of the (rach Chayim Congregation in 
New York, where he is now ministering. By the invitation of the Honorary 
Cfficers of the United Synagogue, Dr. Hertz paid a visit to this country, and 
we had the opportunity of making his person«! acquaintance. Of his Rabbinic 
fitness for the post there can be no manner of doubt, because he was admitted 
a candidate by the Selection Committee of the Rabbinate Conference; and I 
apprehend, from what I know and have read, that the choice of him as Chief 
Rabbi would have been assured had not the name of Dr. Drachman been 
introduced. and had not the Selection (ommittee, quite rightly in my opinion, 
desired to see that Rabbi before’coming to « final decision. 

That final] decision is, | understand, now to be come to by the Selection 
Committee, who apparently will have to make choice of one of three candi- 
dates. Iavree implicitly with what the JeEWist CHRONICLE has so long 
urged, that there shall be no zontest for the Rabbinate. and that only one 
name shall go forward for election. This course is clearly the best in the 
interests of the community: yet if | were writing solely from the point of 
view of Dr. Hertz’s chances of the office, I should say, let all three candidates 
go to the vote. lor, I believe, thatin such an event Dr. Hertz would be the 
successful candidate. Comparisons, if not always odious, are frequently 
invidious. But there can be no doubt that Dr. Hertz, when on his visit here— 
a trying ordeal—showed himself a far more capable man of affairs, possessing 
more luehiykeit,so to speak,than either of the other Rabbis whose candidature 
is in question. His virility, his energy, his immense enthusiasi, his quick 
mental grasp were everywhere remarked upon. His knowledge of the Jewries 
of three continents—Europe, America, and Africa—was recognised as 
exceptional. He was seen to be a man who would make the dry bones of 
our community to live and would rescue it from the besetting evils of indif- 
ference and laisser faire. As someone remarked to me: ~~ That little Rabbi 
will become a great Rabbi, if he but be given the opportunity! ”’

The object of my troubling you with this is to utter a word of grave 


warning to the Selection Committee. There appears to be a disposition on 
the part of the members constituting it to consider themselves bound to choose 
that candidate ‘if’ their selection is confined to an individual) not who will 
prove best for the*purpose, but who will not meet with opposition. Now 
different oppositions equal in volume so far as their tones reach us, may 
be in some instances of no real consequence, and in others of great import. 
To judge the value of any opposition it is necessary to analyse and 
weigh the source whence it proceeds. The volume of it as far as noise 
is concerned is no reliable test; half-a-dozen navvies with leather lungs 
may create more noise than a hundred savan‘s endowed by nature with 
gentle voices. And [| contend that, go where we may in quarters 
where opinion is of weight and of value, Dr. Hertz is recognised as 
intrinsically the best-equipped all round of any of the three candidates. In 
this I speak not as a“ Scribe or a Pharisee,’’ but as one who knows, through 
intimate participation in the work of the community for more years than I 
care to setdown. All that is against Dr. Hertz is that just his good qualities 


of liveness’ are by some resented. 


Tis the voice of the sluggard: I heard him complain 
You bave wak’d me too soon, I must slumber again. 


May | venture to warn the Selection Committee against being drawn from 
considering the pressing urgent needs of Anglo-Jewry by those who are 
anxious for nothing but to tread the “ lotus paths of the dalliance way ” ? 
We need as Chief Rabbi a young man full of energy, full of vigour, and filled 
with the spirit of God and influenced by the best traditions of Judaism. ll 
these qualities Dr. Hertz possesses. 

The needs of Anglo-Jewry will not be supplied by our appointing as Chief 
Rabbi a man whose heart is first and foremost, as a scholar’s should be, in his 
books, who necessarily has habited himself to the amenities of life away from 
life’s rough and tumble; or one whose attainments have almost exclusively 
been in the region of Talmudic accomplishments and lay scholastics. Far be it 
from me to despise these qualities or to spurn them. I respect and revere 
them, if for no better reason than that I am myself a very humble devotee in 
just those directions. But, the Chief Rabbinate is a post of affairs. 
Efficiently to fill it, we need a man of affairs, and pre-eminently of the three 
candidates Dr. Hertz has that distinguishing characteristic. 


Dr. Hyamson's First Ministry. 
TO THE EDITOR.—From Mr. 8. LOUIS HARRIS, Tredegar. 


5ik,—As a life-long resident of South Wales where about twenty-eight years 
ago Dr. Hyamson tirst began his Ministry and at the request of several friends in 
the district who appreciate the work of the rev. gentleman, may I beg the 
hospitality of your influential journal! to bring forward one or two points in favour 
of his claims for the Chief Rabbinate. On the grounds of learning, experience, 
pre-eminent abilities, aod on the question of precedency there is no dispute, as far 
as I have been able to see, as to the special fitness of the rev. Dayan for the exalted 
post, and as an instance of his possession of additional qualifications for dealing with 
matters of great emergency the fact should be recalled that ddring the terrible riots 
in South Wales in August, 1911, Dr. Hyamson by his prompt and energetic efforts, 
his interviews with the Board of Deputies and other communal organisations, his 
appeals to influential individuals were all brought to bear to stay the spread of the 
disturbances and in obtaining material relief for the many sufferers. His 
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offective intervention thus proved his capacity for dealing with matters of great 
oment affecting the interests and welfare of British Jewry. 

What, then, are the objections to the claims of Dr. Hyamson to the Chief 
tabbinate? Judging from the Jewish Press and the opinions of individuals I can 

ither only one, and this a sentimental one, and bears upon the special relation 
{ the Chief Rabbi as repreeenting English Jewry in the outside community. In 
‘his connection [ recall to mind the incident of a certain Jewish clergyman who 
-eeeived a call from one of our colonies. On his arrival to take up the duties of the 
»osition, the president of the congregation impressed upon him the following 
.dmonition : “ We want you to act as our representative at all outside fanctiona— 
o fact, we want you to be a Minister to the goyim, never mind about the yiddin.” 
[t seems to me that this is the attitude taken up as regards the qualification for 
the Chief Rabbinate. The more solid and necessary requirements in the holder of 
such a position are given secondary place. Otherwise would not the admitted 
snalifications of Dr. Hyamson as a man possessed of vast Hebrew and Talmndical 
‘earning, general scholarship, judicial capacity, also an eloquent preacher, and a 
skilful and tactfal administrator, assure him of the dignified position ” 

Then, it should be remembered, that the rev. Dayan had practically been 
invested as next in command in the great position by his chief, the late lamented 
Dr. Adler, and as such had tacitly, and by all accepted conditions of usage and 
precedency, become his successor. That Dr. Hyamson will never attain the 
standard set by the late Chief Rabbi—which was an unique one—nor adequately 
compensate us for his loss, none will admit more than the rev. gentleman himself: 
but Elisba was still chosen by his great master to take up his mantle, and for a 
-onsiderable time prior to his lamented death Dr. Adler had delegated some of the 
most important duties of the office to Dr. Hyamson, and surely some consideration 
‘hould weigh with the community in its decision as to the ratifying of a choice 
made by our departed Chief Rabbi himeelf. | 

I will not attempt—and it would be impertinent on my part as a mere 
individual—to seek to draw any contrast by comparison as between Dra. 

rachman, Hertz, and Hyamson. To me they are all equally “ sons of the living 
God,” equally possessing merit for their piety, learning, and Rabbinical qualities, 
but the sentimental considerations which inflnence those who desire a Chief Rabbi 
for the outside community, and for which they are ready to reject l/r. Hyamson 
leapite his generally admitted possession of all the qualifications needed in a Chief 
Kabbi in his administration of the affairs of his own community—give me also 
in equal right to plead his claims from sentimental motives of gratitude on 
bebalf of many local friends of Dr. Hyameon, who will never forget the 
great services he rendered to us in Sonth Wales ata time of supreme tension as 
well as for his many efforts to promote the interests and advance the prestige of

THE JEWISH METHOD OF SLAUGHTER. 


DR. LEONARD HILL’S TESTIMONY. 


Writing in Wednesday's Daily \/atl, Dr. Leonard Hill says 

Some years ago the hamanity of the Jewish method of slaughtering 
was questioned, and I was asked to investigate the methods of slaughter in 
vogue at Deptford a.d at Liverpool. From my observations | came to the 
conclusion that while the cattle are afraid of men moving in the dim obscurity 
of the slaughter-house, they have not the least cognisance of, or terror from, 
the slaughter of othercattle. The conditions are entirely strange, never before 
experienced in the past life of an ox, and having neither the terror nor idea of 
death communicated to it, as we have, by speech, the animal does not 
appreciate or suffer from the sight or smel! of a flayed carcass, blood, etc. 

I bave watched oxen placidly standing within a few feet of another 
slaughtered ox which was being flayed, and seen one curiously smell the hoof 
of the victim. It is the drovers who tail-twist which distarb the cattle by 
their least movement. When the men are uiet the cattle are placid whatever 
may be the signs of slaughter around them. The brain-pan of the ox is not 
more than the size of a breakfast cup, and it is not easy to hit this with the 
pole-axe every time. If the axe does not strike the brain-pan it enters the 
cellular bone of the skull, and does not stun the ox. The Jewish method of 
cutting the throat is certain, and consciousness is instantly lost when the 
carotid arteries are severed, but to effect this the ox has to be thrown on itsside 
by a tackle placed round the leg. 7 

The men are skilful and expeditious in doing this, and the Jewish official 
never fails in his part.. The shot method is better than the pole-axe, but it 
must be borne in mind that it is difficalt to get wild cattle in position so as to 
apply this method. Everything should be done to make the loss of conscious. 
ness instantaneous, but we mast not ascribe to cattle those human terrors 
which are transmitted from man to man by the spoken and written word. If 
we cease to breed cattle for food we cannot raise them ino sufficient numbers 
to secure milk and cheese, hides and leather, wool and cloth, gelatine and 
glue, etc. The indastry and comfort of man would then suffer in a thousand 
wavs. The investigations of Professor McCay, recently published (E. Arnold) 
on the races of India show that those who as children eat plenty of animal 
protein develop into vigorous, fine men. The feeble, subservient races live 
chietly on vegetable food. I know of no evidence in favour of Mr. Bernard 
Shaw’s terror-poisoned meat. He might use this in his next farce and receive 
our furtber homage for his humour. 

Dr. Leonard Hill, it will be remembered, is Professor of Physiology at the 
London Hospital and Demonstrator of Physiology at Oxford. He is recognised 
everywhere as one of the foremost authorities, and his views on the efficacy and 
humanity of Shechita must command universal respect. 


THE WORK OF THE BRITISH RED CRESCENT SOCIETY.—The British 
Red Crescent Society of which the Right Hon. Ameer Ali, of Cadogan Place, .is 
President, is now concentrating its efforts upon the task of assisting refugees. 
Our special correspondent at Constantinople reports that these refugees, number- 
ing many thousands, are in a deplorable condition brought about by hunger and 
exposure and that but for the work of this society many of them would have 
succumbed. There are many Jews among the refugees who are camped out in 
the wreat graveyard near the Stamboul gate. The Society which makes no 
distinction of creed, is in urgent need of funds, and the President will be glad to 
receive donations to help in saving the refugees—particularly the women and 
children—from the oruel fate which threatens them.

The Russian Situation. 

Has the situation of the Jews in Kussia in any way improved ° 

“The situation in Russia is very bad. If I were not such a confirmed 
optimist, and did not believe so strongly in the law of progress, I would quite 
despair, for the present conditions are uite awful, worse than they were in the 
times of Plehve, before the establishment of the Duma.” 

What is the cause of this set-back 

“The reason is that in the first years of the l):\ma there was a Liberal current 
in the public opinion of [tussia, and the reactionary elements were not organised. 
They had no oratorfs, and could command no intellectual capacity. Reaction was 
detested in Russia, and it was confined to the administration. In course of time 
the reactionary elements began to organise, and now they are quite a power. As 
they are supported by a certain portion of the bureaucracy, and as Liberal propa. 
ganda is suppressed in every way and the Liberal Press is muzzied, it is quite 
natural that we should now have to fight not merely a reactionary administration 


but also a reactionary public opinion which has many representatives in the 
Dama.” .

The New Duma. 

What is the character of the new Duma ? 

“ The Duma is not so bad as people at first supposed. The Liberal party, or 
the ‘ Cadets,’ and the so-called Progressisets are not weaker than they were before. 
On the contrary, they area little stronger. The Octobrists may be inclined to 
combine for certain questions with the Progressists. As a whole, however, the 
Duma does not give much room for hope that any immediate improvement is to 


_ be expected in the general, and still less in the Jewish situation.” 


Is the Dama a really representative institution ? 

“No. I am quite sure that if we had the direct franchise now that 
we had for the first Duma, that body would be quite different from what it 
is now. But even under the present system, if there were no oppression and 
intimidation there is no doubt that there would be a great Liberal majority in 
the Duma.” 


Controlled Elections and Disfranchised Jews. 


What form does this electoral oppression take ? 

“The electoral propaganda of the Liberal parties is made quite impossible. 
All meetipgs suspected of being in the Liberal interest are prohibited. All public 
meetings in Russia are attended by a representative of the administration, and if 
that official perceives in any of the proceedings anything savouring of anti- 
Governmental tendencies, the meeting is simply closed without reason given. 
All the other parties are not only allowed to hold meetings and deliver speeches, 
but they are given every facility for promulgation of their doctrines.” 

Jews possess the franchise, do they not ? 

“ The Jews have the right of voting, but very often the bureaucracy iaterferes 
and by some pretext disfranchises large numbers of them. Thus thousands of 


‘ Jews have been deprived of their voting rights on the alleged ground that their 


names were incorrectly spelt. This was the case in Odessa. In Wilna, where 
the election of a Jew was quite assured, the authorities at the last moment 
redistributed the constituencies and split the Jewish vote. This was done in the 
most cynical and arbitrary manner after the commencement of the electoral 


campaign.” 
A Duma Candidate, 

What happened in your own case ? 

“It was not one of my ambitions to enter the Duma. I have a great deal of 
literary and public work, which would have made it extremely inconvenient to 
have devoted myself to parliamentary duties. But several of my friends insisted 
on my standing on the following grounds: There seemed a possibility of five or six 
Jewish candidates being elected, and it was hoped that these six would have 
combined many parts and functions among themselves. We counted on the 
election of Grusenberg, a famous advocate, who seemed sure of a seat in Wilna. 
Then there was Sliosberg, who is very well acquainted with every phase of the 
legal side of the Jewish question. A third was Jabotinski, a very brilliant orator. 
Another was Kalmanovitz, a very shrewd politician. I was selected on account of

“ther phases of the Jewish question, particularly those relating to Judaism, 
concerning which questions have frequently been raised in the Duma. 


0 How the Jews were Disposed ol. 

What occnrred 

“The whole situation was speedily changed. In Wilna, by the arbitrary 
action of the authorities, to which I have already referred, Grusenberg’s chances 
were destroved, and the Poles, acting under the orders of the anti-Semites in 
Warsaw, refused to cede the seat to the Jews. In Odessa, the wholesale dis- 
franchisement of the Jewish voters caused Sliosberg to be defeated and Jabotinsky 
to retire from an anequal contest. In Courland, Kalmanovitz was actually elected 
by a combination of Jews and Letts, but the authorities demanded the production 
of his university diploma entitling him to free right of domicile. Kalmanovitz 
had graduated thirty years before, and as he is a distinguished advocate and could 
not have practised before the Russian Bar without the diploma, the demand was 
particularly vexatious and absurd. The non-production of the diploma led to the 
election being quaehed and an appeal to the Senate was in vain. 


Proceedings in Bialystock. 


Did you meet with a similar fate ’ 

“My own candidature was in Bialystock in the Government of Grodno. It 
was vot the first time that I had submitted myself to my fellow-citizens, as some 
years ago I had been appointed a member of the Electoral College, but in 
conse:;nence of many conflicts with the Russian censors in connection with my paper, . 
Ho-enrah, the election was annulled. I was again appointed this time by the 
unanimous vote of Jewish electors. There are about 70,000 Jews in Bialystock. 
and the first election took place amid great enthusiasm and with the complete anity 
of all the Jewish parties. Then came the election proper which was held in 
Grodno. The situation was this. The whole Government of Grodno furnishes one 
hundred and eight members of the Electoral College. These have to elect seven 


members of th) lama. The hundred and eight on this occasion comprised 
seventeen Jews, fourteen Poles, and mostly reaction. 
aries, The Poles had previously had a mémber in the Duma, who sought 


re-election on this occasion, and they could only secure this by making a d/o 
with the Jews, and attracting some of the Russian electors belonging to the 
Liberal party, if there were any. In former elections there had been some repre. 
sentatives of the Lussian infel/igenria, and even some peasants with Liberal 
leanings. The scheme was that by this conjunction the Jewish-Polish 4/oc would 
re-elect the former Polish member and elect me.” 


The Government Intrigues. 

llow was this plan frustrated ” 

“The local bureaucracy in the Government of Grodno made every effort to 
prevent any Russian Liberal from being elected to the Electoral College. Elections 
for the college take place in namerous,small places and villages. In big centres 
nothing can be done openly, but I will give two instances of the sort of thing that 
went on in the villages. The cases are so flagrant that had I not been on the spot 


to authenticate them I would not have believed that they would be 
possible, even in Russia! In a village called Pruzany, seven peasants 
were elected «quite legally, all the formalities having been complied with. 


These people had been elected to the College om previous occasions, but as they 
belonged to the Left, the Russian authorities on this occasion immediately quashed 
the election, and without any reason institated new polls, and fixed the day at 
such short notice that it was quite impossit le for voters living at a distance to record 
their votes. The result was that the Government nominees were appointed. So 
we lost seven possible supporters (making fourteen on a division). In Kobrin, the 
elections were quashed twice in order to oust a Jew, and to secure the election of 
the chief of the local nobility, a man named Goldring. In Grodno itself and in 
the town of Brest, two Russian Liberals would have been elected, but by the 
intrigues of the authorities they were supplanted by two reactionaries. In spite of 
these extraordinary proceedings, it was still hoped that of the seven members to 
be elected, one might be a Pole and one a Jew.” 


Electors under Official Control. 

What actually happened ? 

“T bad not taken any part in the campaign but I went to Grodno for the 
final stage of the election, and am very glad I did so if only for the experience of 
Russian electoral methods. The majority of the Russian electors were peasants 
and ‘popes.’ livery peasant had a priest with him to guard him against any 
outside influence. When they arrived in Grodno they were condacted toa religious 
settlement of the Orthodox Charch belonging to the clerical organisation known as 
the Brotherhood of St. Sophia. Here they were regaled with meetings and 
speeches of a fanatical character many of them directed against the Jews. The 
Jewish canvassers found it quite impossible to approach the peasants who were 
practically under arrest. One day the Jews and Poles met together to discuss 
what should be done. A Liberal Russian who took part in our del:berations 
told us we had the right to see our colleagues and speak with them, and he 
advised us to go to the place where they lodged and seek an interview. 
We acted on his advice and after some difficulty were admitted. We 
found a meeting in progress in the hall from which we were asked 
to retire, being informed that it was a private religious meeting. Weaccordingly 
went to another room, where we began to discuss matters among ourselves. We 
thought that the meeting must soon terminate and that then we should have an 
opportunity of approaching the peasant electors. After we had waited for over an 
hour, we were visited by a commiss‘oner of police, who told us that that was a 
private establishment and requested us to leave. We affirmed our right to consult 
with the other electors and declined to quit the premises, declaring that we should 
only do so by force. The commissioner left to take superior orders and we 
employed the interim in drawing up a minute of what had occurred, which we all 
signed. As the peasants did not emerge, we deemed it useless to remain, as we 
thought we should have an opportunity later in the morning, when they proceeded 
to the place of election, but much to our astonishment, they were marched to the 
polling hall surrounded by priests and police, so that any gonversation with them 
was absolutely impossible. In spite of this dragooning, nite secret Liberals voted 
for us,. but that only made forty votes and our ticket was defeated. We lodged 
& protest to the Duma, and the question is to be debated, but I do not anticipate 
any result, because there are so many similar occurrences, that if any rectification 
is to be made new elections would have to be held all over Rassia.” 


The Jewish Members. 

Which Jews were eventually elected ? 

“ Three Jews were elected to the Dama. One of them, Mr. Friedman, was 4 
member of the last Dama. He was elected for Kovno by a combination with the 
Lithuanians. In Kovno conditions are a little better than in other parts, in con- 
sequence of the different nationalities residing there. I know Mr. Friedman very 
well, and I appreciate him as a man well acquainted with Russo-Jewish con- 
ditions. The experience he gained in the last Duma should stand him in good 
stead in his future work. The second Jewish member is Dr. Bomasch, who was 
elected for Lodz by a freak of the poll. Dr. Horowitz was elected instead of Dr. 
Kalmanovitz. These two gentlemen have not hitherto been active in Jewish 
politics, bat I believe them to be animated by the best intentions. Their task in 
the Duma is one of great difficulty and one can only heartily wish them success in 
their efforts to represent the Jewish cause in the only assembly that resembles a 


Parliament in Rassia.” 
The Boycott in Poland. 
M. Sokolow went on to refer to the situation. in Poland, where the position 
of the Jews has been greatly affected by the institution of an anti-Semitic boycott. 
‘‘ To Poland,” he explained, “ we have not in the past suffered so much as in 
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other parts of the Empire from administrative anti-Semitism, and we are not 
suffering so much from it now. Our troubles there arise from the boycotting 
movement which is assuming serious dimensions.” 7 

How did it originate ? 

“ It is not quite new as for many years past there has been a tendency on the 
part of the Christian population to engage more and more in commerce, which had 
previously been almost exclusively in the hands of the Jews, and they have been 
disseminating an anti-Jewish propaganda in the interests of their own business. 
Bat the last elections gave the movement a much greater impetus. I shonid 
explain that hitherto the Polish Jews had never been represented in the Duma by 
one of their own people, although their numbers and influence would fully have 
warranted such representation. The Poles refused to cede a single seat, and this 
was greatly resented by the Jews, especially as they had many special 
interests which required representation in the Duma. Thus, last year, 
there was the question of the institution of municipal self-government in 
Poland. This had been in existence in Russia for many years, but had 
not veen extended to Poland. The Poles voted against the municipal 
franchise being given to the Jews, and there was no Jew in the Duma 
anthorised to speak in the name of the Polish Jews to defend their rights. 
The Jews, therefore, had a great grievance. They were in a majority in Warsaw, 
and they had an opportunity of electing one of their own people. This possibility 
aroused the Polish Press, which, in a series of inflammatory articles, urged that 
it would be a national catastrophe if the Polish capital were represented by a Jew. 
The Jews recognised that there was a sentimental element in the situation, and 
they gave way to the extent of expressing their willingness to support any official 
Polish candidate who would vote in favour of the emancipation of the Jews. The 
Poles, however, put up a man named Kucharjewski, who declared himself against 
emancipation, and they refused to substitute another candidate. The Jews were, 
therefore, forced to support and elect a Socialist candidate who was loyal 
on e emancipation question, though they did not necessarily subscribe 
to tne Pa of his programme. This embittered the Poles, who at once proclaimed 
an anti-Jawish boycott which, as I have said, has begun to assume serious dimen- 
sions. Ba it is causing a great deal of harm to the general trade of the country, 
I am in hopes that it will soon come to an end. The Jews had no desire to pro- 
voke any ill-feeling, and they acted solely as their interest and honour demanded.” 

Are you opposed to the Poles ? 

“No. I admire and respect them as a nation, for Poles and Jews belong 
together as persecuted nations. Their great men always supported our Jewish 
nation. I hope the present misunderstanding is only a passing clond. We Jews 
must, of course, defend our own position there.” 

About Zionism. 


What are you Zionists now doing ’” 

“ We Zionists are the organised Jewish nation, therefore we are helping our 
brethren everywhere in Russia, as well as in other countries, because they are all 
appealing to us. But, of course, our principal task is to secure the future 
home of our Jewish nation in Palestine.” 

What is the present state of Zionism ” 

“ Zionism was never more ‘needed’ than now, when the whole world is 
looking to the troubled state of affairs in the East. In the midst of all this 
present confusion and bloodshed our peaceful and loyal colonising work is the 
only soothing element in the troubled waters. Sooner or later all will see and 
acknowledge that we Zionists, with our love and longing for our ancestral home, 
are to become there a blessing to our Jewish nation and to all ground us.” 

Are you now going to America ” 

“ Not immediately, but I hope to be there by the lst of March; until then, I 
shall probably remain in England.” 

What will you do in America ’ 

“The Zionist Federation of America has kindly invited me to gothere. Asa 
student of the Jewish questions of the world over, lam naturally interested in 
studying and understanding them also in the New World, which is now 4 great centre 
of our Jewish energies. We expect great things from our American brethren in 
all Jewish and Zionist questions. During my lecturing tour in America, | hope 
to make the acquaintance of onr leading Jewish brethren and gain their fall 
support for our all-noble national Zionistic ideals.”

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 


THE NECESSITY OF RELIGION. 


‘“ Let us hear the conclusion of the whole matter: Fear God, and keep His 
Commandments, for this is the whole duty of man.’'—Ecclesiastes rii. 13. 


In our time we have all come across men and women who deny the 
necessity of religion. They regard it as the swaddling-clothes of the human 
race. They assert that it is only suited to people of inferior intelligences ; 
that at best it is only a harmless way of spending time if nothing else is 
pressing. But as men and women of the world they have something more 
important to attend to. Some even go so far as to decry all religion as an 
imposture of priests, invented with the object of acquiring power over super- 
stitious minds. This attitude towards religion is sufficiently common to make 
it worth while to enquire why some form or other of religion is essential to 
evervone ; why we cannot be content, even if we would, to eat and drink, 
buy and sell, enjoy ourselves and die; why this world, with its appeal to the 
senses, is not all-sufficing; why religion, instead of being a superstition to be 
shaken off, is a justifiable and necessary element in all human life. 


Morality and Religion. 


What is religion? Various answers have been given to this question. 
‘eligion has been explained as morality touched by emotion, or morality 
raised to an ideal height. It has been defined as a veneration of the gréat 
mystery which lies at the origin of all things. Perhaps a better definition is 
the following: Religion consists of belief in, and intercourse with, the unseen 
lower that rules the world. It is the response of the human heart to the 
spiritual influence that is ever active around us and within us, and upon which 
we feel ourselves to be entirely dependent. Religion concerns itself with our 
relations to the Supreme Being. It springs from the consciousness that there 
is a Higher Power with which we are somehow connected, and it manifests 
itself in our endeavour to maintain ourselves in harmonious relations with 
that Higher Power. But, the best of all definitions is to be found in the 
Hebrew expression “% MN3P, “the service of God,” or “7 FN, “ the fear of 
God.” Religion is not mere morality—neither morality touched by 
emotion nor morality raised to an ideal height. Religion signifies 
a great deal more than morality, though we often hear people 
speak of the two things as if they ‘were identical. A man 
says: never knowingly harm my neighbour, I am honest, 
truthful, chaste, charitable, and I try to do my whole duty to 
my fellow-méen—that is my religion; that is my Judaism.” These are excel- 
lent things in themselves ; they form an essential! part of Judaism, but only a 
part. Judaism, religion, is a much larger conception than morality. Morality 
is the fulfilment of our duties to our fellow-men. Religion involves the ful. 
filment of our duties to God. Fearing God and keeping His commandments 
—that is how Ecclesiastes defines religion. As a matter of fact, our duties 
to our fellow-men are part and parcel of our duties to God. _It is impossible 
to appreciate fully the relations in which we stand to our fellow-men unless 


at the same time we recognise the relation in which we stand to God. Our 
fellow-man is our brother, and we owe him the obligation of a brother. But 
why? Only because we are children of the same Heavenly Father. Here 


religion comes in. So far is morality from being able to dispense with 
religion that we cannot have any true morality without it. 


Exceptional Cases. 


It may be granted that morality sometimes appears more worthy of 
respect than religion, because cases may present difficulties in which a man 
who deliberately rejects religion nevertheless shows himself self-sacrificing, 
truthful, courageous, patient, gentle and full of helpfulness to all who come 
within his reach; while there are those who, claiming to be religious, are, 
nevertheless, hard and selfish and lax in their morality. Of course, no one 
hesitates for a moment as to which type of character he would prefer. But to 
found upon such contrasts the conclusion that the only religion worthy of the 
name is morality is the mark of a hasty judgment. The moral man may be

Dr. Bernard Hollander, whose latest work on 
the subject which he has so thoroughly made his 
own, “ The first Signs of Insanity : Their Prevention 
and Treatment,” has been published recently, has 
for so long been prominent in the public eye as a 
mental expert, that it must come as a surprise to 
many to learn that he is still two years short of fifty. 
Born in Vienna in 1864 Dr. Hollander came to 
England at the age of nineteen. Edacated at King’s 
College Hospital he soon specialised in the study of 
the brain and of character, with the result that he 
has attained to the commanding position in the pro- 
fession which he now holds. Dr. Hollander’s new 
book is but the latest of a long series. Well known 
48 & writer, he is hardly less so as a popular lecturer. 


The son that was born to Mr. and Mrs. Osmond 
d’Avigdor Goldsmid a few weeks ago bas many distin- 
guished figures among his ancestors. On his father’s 
side he is descended on the one hand from Count 
Henri d’Avigdor, an intimate of Napoleon III. and 
one of the very few Jews on whom a dukedom has 
ever been conferred. Count d’Avigdor’s father was 
Isaac Samuel d’Avigdor, one of the secretaries of the 
Parisian Assembly of Jewish Notables, which 
Napoleon Bonaparte convened. Throagh his paternal 
grandmother, Mr. d’Avigdor Goldsmid is a descen- 
dant of Sir Isaac Lyon Goldsmid. His mother’s 
father was Bethel Jacobs, a noted leader of the 
Jewish community in Hull. 


_ _ So far the paternal relatives of the newly-born 
infant. His mother, Mrs. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid, is a 
descendant of the great Russian railway magnate. 
Samuel Orscher, as he was originally known, was g 


to St. Petersburg, where he had no rights of residence. 
At St. Petersburg he at first entered into service at 
a moderate wage, but his luck changed and it was 
not long before M. de Poliakoff, as he ultimately 
became, was the owner of five great Russian railways, 
a State Councillor, a Privy Councillor, the Consul- 
General for Persia, the second Jew to be admitted to 
the Municipal Council of St. Petersburg, and the 
only Jew on whom the much coveted Order of 
Stanislaus of the first class has been conferred. 


Samue! Solomonowitz de Poliakoft was a man of 
princely generosity and of exceptional public spirit. 
The sums spent by him on charity, both within and 
without the Jewish community, and on public objects, 
were stupendous. A number of public institutions 
owed their existence entirely to the munificence of 
this Russo-Jewish magnate. He founded the first 
railway engineering school and the first school of 
mines in Russia. He built and endowed the Alexander 
Il. Residential College for students at St. Petersburg 
University and a large hospital at Moscow. This 
short list, however, dces not by any means exhaust 
the number of M. de Poliakoff's endowments. 


Sir Maurice Levy, the latest to join the roll of 
Jewish baronets, is the second of his family to enter 
the baronetage, a similar honour having been con- 
ferred upon his brother, Sir Arthur Levy Lever, not 
very longago. Sir Maurice and his brother are both 
members of the well-known firm of Hart and Levy, 
of Leicester, whose principal partner, Sir Israel 
Hart, died a couple of yearsago. Sir Maurice Levy 
was created a Knight some years ago. The firm of 


Hart and Levy is therefore unique among Jewish — 


ambitions, and in this respect Sir Maurice levy has 
been the most fortunate of them. He was elected 
for his present constituency (Loughborough), at the 
first attempt in 1900, and has held it with ease ever 
since. Sir Israel Hart made three unsuccessful 
attempts to enter Parliament. He was, however, 
more successful at Leicester, of which borough he 
was Mayor on four eccasions. Sir Arthur Levy 
Lever gained the Harwich seat for the Liberal party 
in 1906, but lost it four years later. At the last 
general election he fought South Wolverhampton, 
but without success. It is interesting to note that 
both the new baronet and his brother are old pupils 
of the late Rev. A. P. Mendes at Northwick College. 

Short of knighthood, the Companionship of the 
Bath is the most sought after of all distinctions. 
By the conferment of the honour on Mr. Benjamin 
Hansford, the number of Jewish C.B.’s has been 
raised to two, the solitary bearer of the order 
previous to this year having been Mr. Lionel 
Abrahams. There is no Jewish holder of the Order 
of the Bath senior to Mr. Abrahams. Mr. Hansford 
is married to a daughter of the late Hyman Montagu, 
and therefore counts Mr. Solomon, the Royal 
Academician, among his brothers-in-law and the 
many descendants of the late Edward Beddington 
among his relatives by marriage. Mr. Hansford is 
himself engaged in the City. A son of Ralph 
Lazarus, a well-known communal worker in his day, 
Mr. Hansford (who adopted that name in place of 
his birth-name Lazarus), has several brothers and 
also a sister who is married to Mr. D. Gestetner, one 
of the pillars of the Adath Yisroel Congregation of 
North London, 
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ever so good, he would be a better man if he were religious also. His relations 
to his fellow-men would come nearer to being perfect if they were fulfilled in 
the light of his relations to God. For that is what they depend upon in the 
last resort. Though he does not know it, or refuses to acknowledge it, his 
morality is a religious tradition which he has inherited from the past. I[n 
neglecting religion, he allows the best part of his nature to remain undeveloped. 
And those who would identify religion with rites and ordinances to the 
exclusion of everything else make a great mistake also. Religion is sustained 
by outward acts of worship. Such acts are the means which help us to keep 
our relations right with God, but they do not constitute those relations. 
By we mean ever so much more than mere formal worship. 
And because the nature of religion is so often misconceived, many 
persons take a dislike to it. Instead of seeing it in its true light as the 
best of friendships, the noblest of services, that which alone brings perfect 
development and freedom to man, they think of it as a harsh bondage which 
covers life with useless gloom. Looking no deeper than the surface, they 
regard religion not as a boon which God has conferred upon us but as a tax 
which He has imposed upon our lives. They misunderstand its nature 
altogether, because they fail to recognise that it is the deepest, truest joy of 
human life, so that without it life grows dreary and intolerable. 
Religion and Death. 

To a great extent, we owe our interest in religion todeath. The majority 
of men get at least one good thing out of their commonenemy. They are com- 
pelled to question death regarding what it leads to. If the continuity of life 
were not interrupted by death, it is probable we should settle down contented 
with what we see. But as one by one people are removed from the earth, our 
thoughts naturally follow them with desire and with enquiry. We ask, 


Whither have they gone, and whither shall we follow them ?. Shall 
we there be guided and shielded by a loving Spirit? Shall we 
find there a life continuous with the present, governed by the 


same moral ideas, fulfilling similar purposes? Or shall we be launched 
into some chaos of nothingness? Is our personal identity to be terminated, 
our conscious identity with things to be for ever broken when we once cease 
to take part in this present world?"’ There are many people, however, who, 
while in answer to such questions they admit the reality of a future state, 
still refuse to have anything to do with religion. They say that the whole 
duty of man is summed up in understanding and prudently observing the 
laws of nature. If there is a God, they say. we cannot please Him better 
than by obeying the laws which He has impressed upon our nature, and if 
there is a life to come we cannot better prepare for it than by fulfilling the 
requirements of this life. We were ushered into this world without warning 
and preparation, and yet we have contrived to get along fairly well: and if 
there is a world to come, we may reasonably expect to accommodate ourselves 
to its conditions when we get there. We Lave only to concern ourselves with 
the duties of the present. Some people argue thus, but in speaking of “ the 
duties of the present,” they beg the whole question. No doubt the performance 
of our present duties is the best preparation for those which await us in a 
future. Kut what-are our present duties? That is the question. 
Our Knowledge of God. 

So we can have no duties apart from our belief in God, to whom we owe 
them. He is the source of all duty—" YAN OVP. Without Him, 
not religion only, but life itself would have no meaning: True we cannot know 
all about Him. It may even be said that we can know very little about Him. 
Even with regard to the material world there is much more that we are 
ignorant of than we know. Shall we, therefore, say that we know nothing 
of it, or deny its existence? And there are many things that seem to us 
impossible—as that the sun should be 93,000,000 miles away from the earth 
and which yet we know to be facts. .Why, then, should it be different with 
matters relating to the spirit? But in such matters some of_us are like 
Nelson. We put the telescope to the blind eye, and then we declare that 
there is nothing to be seen. There can, then, be no religion without 
belief in a personal God. Morality of an imperfect kind there 
may be, but not religion ; and therefore none of that joy and hope and strength 
which religion alone can impart. There can be no personal intercourse 
between ourselves and a mechanical First Cause. What we crave for is com- 
munion with an intelligent Being who can cherish purpose and guide the 
world to one righteous end. Only if a man has unhappily come to the con- 
clusion that there is no guiding Intelligence, no presiding purpose in the 
universe; only if a man has come to believe that all things are material and 
mechanical, and that there is no Spirit who can understand and help him, 
only then can he with reason turn his back upon religion. And such a man 
has no right to call himself a Jew. If there is a God. a Being by Whose 
power we are sustained, Who is conscious and intelligent throughout all His 
works, able to understand us, though we cannot understand Him. if there is 
One without Whom we cannot be, and Whose will is guiding all things to one 
worthy end—and Judaism will never let us doubt this fact—then plainly to 
neglect all possible intercourse with Him is to neglect the most important 
element in our life; while to ascertain our true relationship to Him and to act 
upon it is our first duty—our whole duty. And this is what is meant by Religion.

THE LONDON HOSPITAL. 
Quinquennial Appeal. 


To THE Eprtor.—From The Hon. SYDNEY HOLLAND, Chairman, London 
Hospital. | 


Sirn,—At the very beginning of the new year I beg to be allowed once 
more to ask the public to help me with the London Hospital—the largest in 
England. 

I have been silent for five years, during which we have treated 76,200 
in-patients and 1,166,222 out-patients. We only beg widely every fifth year. 
Life would indeed be impossible if one had to make a public appeal every 


year. Somehow or other I must raise £100,000 this year, in addition to the 
(110,000 needed to keep up the hospital. If 511) men would give me £100) 
it would be a good start (ten have already promised to do so), or 1,000 men 


would volunteer each to take one-hundredth part of my burden by giving or 
collecting £100. If aman cannot afford to give, I will then show him how to 
collect if he will write to me on the subject. 

[ face this task now with no great glee; never was there a harder time 
to get money. Many people are annoyed with the Insurance Act, and give it 
as a reason for not helping hospitals. But | feel sure that this annoyance will 
wear off when they realise that, with the one exception I will mention later, 
the Act in no way relieves hospitals of anything, but their subscribers. All 
that the Act does by way of medical relief, and apart from the provisions 
dealing with tuberculosis, is to give to insured persons that medical relief which 
the ordinary general practitioner can give. In short, it makes the many— 
instead of as heretofore the few—members of a sick club. It remains for 
hospitals to help the sick poor when they need skilled nursing, operations, or 
any of the treatments which can only be obtained from specialists or in a 
special department. 

Of course, we shall be relieved of some of our out-patients—of all those, 
for instance, who are insured persons and do not need specialist treatment, or 
who do not come for a consultative opinion. As far as I can calculate, this 
will mean that at the “ London” out of the 255,500 out-patients seen in a 
year we shall be relieved of about 54,000, and of an expenditure on them of 
about £6,000, But this is no very serious relief on an expenditure of £110,000. 
The work that remains to be done is stupendous and will probably be still 
greater, because now that attention to illness will be more organised the 
urgent demands for hospital help are sure to increase. 

I do ask my countrymen (not only Londoners, because the l.ondon 
Hospital treats patients from all parts of England, and, as a matter of fact, 
from all parts of the globe) to realise that as regards a}! serious illnesses it is 
quite impossible for the majority of their fellows—be they women, men, or 
children—to get well without the help of charity ; and for that charity | ask. 
I repeat, these poor sufferers are not affected by the Insurance Act at all. 

I do not know anything more inspiring, nor anything which makes one 
yearn to help more, than to see how patiently and bravely the poor people 
bear their sufferings; and I am not “ talking cant’ when | write that | know 
nothing more touching and encouraging than their gratitude for the help 
hospitals are able to give them. We are told that we ought not to expect 
gratitude ; may be this is right, but it is very heart-stirring when it is shown, 
and it is shown by these poor people in many simple ways. 

One incident during the last year hangs by me. l’assing out of a ward 
in which a child was crying out very bitterly, “‘ Mother, mother!” .I meta 
poor woman outside, also crying. I asked her what was the matter. She 
sobbed out, “ That’s my child.” I said, “Oh, the child will be all right.”’ 
Yes, I know that: but could you leave your child?” I said, I'll 
be hanged if I could.” Then I asked her to sit down by me, and see what 
happened. We got a form and sat down side by side outside the door of 
the ward, she still sobbing and the child still crying out for her. Then 
we both saw the Sister of the ward go up to the child, bend over it 
and try to comfort it. The child would not be comforted. Then 
we saw the Sister take it up out .of its bed and nurse it in 
her arms. The child stopped crying and put its little arms round her neck 
contentedly. The poor mother by my side stopped crying, and she said not 
to me but to God Himself, “ God bless her!"’ She went away comforted, 
assured that her child would be cared for and loved. /Jerhaps there is nothing 
in this. Some people will say it is sentimental to relate this simple incident 
in a serious appeal for help. Perhaps | had better have given figures and 
statistics, but to me the human interest in hospital work is its strongest claim 
for help. ; 

[ am appealing to the humanity of the public to show these poor people, 
whose chief misfortune is poverty, that 

No one is 80 accursed by fate, 

No one so utterly desolate, 

But that eome heart, till then unknown, 

Can beat in sympatby with his own. 
To show them that this is the real beauty and blessing of hospital work, and, 
as unfortunately it cannot be done properly without money, I have to take 
upon myself this extremely disagreeable task of asking everyone as earnestly 
as I can to help the London Hospital liberally this year. 


DINNERS AT HOTELS AND RESTAURANTS.

Naturalisation. 


The PRESIDENT stated that the Home Secretary had declined to make any 
alteration in the present regulations concerning naturalisation, and sheltered 
himeelf behind the decision which had been come to by his predecessor. 
Steps would now be taken to press the matter upon the Government. The 
dea was to get Parliamentary support for their demands, and with that 
view it was proposed to get a kind of memorial signed by as many 
nembers of the House of Commons as possible on both sides of the Honse. 
A. document had accordingly been prepared, and had been considered by a 
Conjoint Committee of the Alien Immigration Committee and the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee, and had now been submitted to one or two members of 
Parliament for revision. Till it had been circulated ita terms must remain con. 
Jential, but he read the draft to the Board. 


The Balkan Conference and the Jews. 


The PRESIDENT stated that the Foreign Conjoint Committee had met severa' 
times to consider the questions arising out of the war, and especially in 
regard to what might happen in the event of frontiers being altered 
ae a result of the war, and the possibility of there being considerable transfers from 
yne country to another of a large number of Jews. |he Committee had decided 
‘o send in a memorial to the l’eace delegates on the subject, asking them that in 
any treaty of peace which might be arrived at, safeguards should be expressly pro- 
vided for Jewish interests. That memorial had been prepared and delivered 
to the Secretary of the Peace Conference. But the Conference had not 
proceeded to a stage at which the Secretary thought it was advisable to 
lay this document before the delegates. It would, however, be laid before 
them at the proper time. tle communicated the terms of the memorial 
onfidentially to the Board. He went on to draw attention to the inadequate 
reaponse which had been made to the appeal for funds to relieve the distress 
occasioned among the Jews of Eastern Europe by the war. The fund did 
not amount to £850, of which aum £500 had been contributed by Messrs. 
Rothschild and £100 by Mr. Clande Montefiore. so that only £250 had 
been subscribed by the general public, and the number of contributors 
bad not yet reached sixty. Both in Germany and France very large sums 
had been subacribed and remitted. Only that week they bad received a most 
pitifal appeal from Constantinople for further fands, and depicting a most terribly 
hard situation which was very much accentuated by the advent of winter. He 
hoped members of the Board would do their best to persuade their friends to send 
a donation either to Mr. Montefiore or himself. 


Russian Passports. 


Mr. A. A. EINSTEIN drew attention to the question of Russian passports, and 
asked what was being done in view of the unsatisfactory reply of Sir Edward Grey 
to the Board’s memorandum. 

The PRESIDENT said that the question had been down for consideration by 
the Conjoint Committee, but other matters with regard to the Balkan War had 
taken up so much time that they had not reached the item relating to the Pass- 
port question. A maeting would shortly be held at which this question would be 
onsidered. 

Mr. B. S. STRAUS strongly supported the plea for immediate action on this 
uestion, which he urged might be brought under the notice of the Conference of 
Ambassadors. He declared that sympathy for the Jews existed among other 
nations besides the British people. He protested against the dilatory procedure 
f the Conjoint Committee on this important question. It seemed that it was 
ilways going to hold meetings when the necessity for action was past. 

The PRESIDENT intervened with the remark that he thought such observa. 
Lions ought not to be made. 

Mr. STRAUS aaid he had had no desire to be offensive, but the Committee 

hould be asked to act without further delay. So far their efforts had been hardly 
crowned with success. The Conference of Ambassadors was an opportunity which 
ne hoped they would not lose. 

The PRESIDENT said that the Conference of Ambassadors was not a body to 
vbich they could address themselves on this matter, which was one solely between 
“ogland and Russia. The unfortunate position was that Sir Edward Grey 
*cmiesced in the Russian interpretation of the Treaty. 

Mr. EINSTEIN said that the feeling of the Board was that the time had come 
‘or something to be done. 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES: What should be done ” 

Mr. EINSTEIN: Bring this matter before the British public. 
‘csire to move a resolution but the President refased to accept it. 

Mr. R. M. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, |..C.C., associated himself with the plea for 
6-Lon, though he expressed surprise that an experienced politician like Mr. Straus 
-Sould have saggested that the matter was one for the Conference of Ambaseadors. 
° hoped the Conjoint Committee would take some drastic action. 

The PRESIDENT said that they could recommend the Conjoint Committee to 
immediate drastic action. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said that the unsatisfaetory reply of Sir Edward Grey 
c.led for very strong action. He deplored the lack of interest displayed on this 
“aestion by the Jewish members of Parliament. (Cheers.) 

The PRESIDENT said he would undertake to bring before the Conjoint Com- 
mittee at @ very early date the views which had been expressed, with a view to 
‘‘omediate action being taken. 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER and Mr. MAURICE JACOBS both expressed the hope 
‘at no precipitate action would be taken. 


Attacks on Shechita. 


The SOLICITOR AND SECRETARY reported that having acted in a professional 
Capacity for the executors of a Jewish gentleman who had been one of the 
Council of the Royal Society for the Protection of Cruelty to Animals, he 
hal seized the opportunity of bringing under the notice of the Society’s 
Solicitor the attacks made under the auspices of the Society on the 
Jewish method of slaughter, attacks which he had represented would have 
sen great pain to the Jewish trustee in question had he been alive. The 
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Solicitor had expressed surprise that such attacks had been made, and he had 
accepted a copy of the Board's memorandum on Shechita with a view to its being 
placed before the Council of the Society. The memorandum had also been placed 
at the disposal of Swiss Rabbis for the purpose of refuting attacks on Shechita in 
Switzerland. 


Miscellaneous. 


The PRESIDENT reported confidentially on steps which had been taken to 
promote the Board's amendments to the Shops Act. 

The election of the following new deputies was reported: Liverpool (Old), 
Mr. S. E. Lewis; Inverness, Mr. 8. Spiers; Bethnal Green, Mr. A. Harris. 

The PRESIDENT reported that the annual meeting had been fixed for Sunday, 
February 2aod, at 2.30 p.m.

OUR JEWISH AM.P.'s. 
TO THE Eprtor.—From “ D. F.” 


Sik,—I have read the letter signed 717 {2 in your issue of the 3rd, in which 
be argues that the Jews in Parliament are not taking their proper share in 
advancing the cause of their people. “Our Jewish M.P.s have shamefally 
betrayed the trust we placed in them,” he remarks towards the end. Bat, in 
common with many others, 7)7 {3 seems to ignore the fact that these Jewish 
members of Parliament are not sent to the House to represent a Jewish electorate, 
but one that is British ; therefore, if they wish to justify the trust put in them by 
their constituency, they must sink their own individuality and carry out the wishes 
of those who elected them. 

None of the men of the Jewish faith now in Parliament represent a purely 
Jewish constituency ; therefore, they have no right to occupy the country’s time 
with matters of purely Jewish interest. Should the Jews be desirous of obtaining 
concessions from the Government, it seems to me that they ought to proceed in the 
usual way, either by sending deputations to the Minister in charge of the particular 
department, or by approaching the member, irrespective of creed, representing 
their district, and not by enlisting the help of the Jews in Parliament, just because 
they happen to be Jews. - It is this accusation thatis always brought up against us 
by the anti-Semites, that we use the positions to which we have attained ina 
British country for advancing Jewish interests. Now I do not fora moment say 
that, were a Bill before Parliament, conceding the points that 7)7 {3 claims, the 
Jews should not do all in their power to bring it through, but I do maintain that 
they should not use the fact that they are Jews in a prominent position to obtain 
privileges for their own people. 

“The modern Jewish M.P., carefully leaves his * Jewishness ’ in the cloakroom 
of the House of Commons, and is ashamed to raise his voice on behalf of his 
brethren,” again writes 117 j3, but isthis the case ’ I believe that when the question 
of the Aliens Act was before the House, several Jews spoke-——-or atany rate voted— 
for their brethren ; when the Shops’ Act was suggested, it was a Jewish member 
who obtained the addition of a clause in favour of his race; and there are many 
other instances. But, as I said before, until there is a member chosen by a purely 
Jewish electorate, sitting in the House for the sole purpose of advancing purely 
Jewish interests, I do not think that Jewish M.P.'’s qua Jewish M.P.'s should 
place the interests of their race before the interests of their country. 

Again, Jews are far too sensitive; a fact which, though comprehensible, is, on 
all grounds, very much to be regretted. 

lL notice a letter from a correspondent to Mr. F. E. Smith, taking him to task 
for his remark about “ Polish Jews and Anarchists,” and demanding an apology to 
the Jewish nation for the sentence. Well, I think that such a letter was uncalled 
for. No one is more ready than I to resent intentional insults, but the phrase 
“Polish Jew,” coupled with “Anarchist,” though it was perhaps ill-chosen, 
contains no deliberate insult; it is evil intentions rather than thoughtless words 
against which we should fight. I advise your correspondent to read the letter 
entitled ‘Hooded anti-Semitism ” in your last issue, which deals with insults to 
our race which are impossible to pass over, and which are rightly held up for 
indignation and scorn. 

We Jews, I repeat, are too sensitive. We look ont for slights, and consequently 
we see them sometimes where they are not intended. We ought rather to save up 
our energy for combatting the real anti-Semites who, alas, still exist and thrive, 
and not waste it where no evil is intended. 


THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 


— 


PECULIAR SITUATION. 


The recent general meeting of the seatholders of the ‘(ireat Synagogue, at 
which Mr. S. Karet and Mr. Benjamin Drage were elected respectively Warden 
and Financial Representative, in place of Mr. George A. Cohen and Mr. Laurie 
Rosenfeld (who had resigned, in conjunction with the Board of Management, in 
consequence of the vote of censure passed by the members), has in no way eased the 
situation. Neither Mr. Karet nor Mr. Drage formally entered on their offices in 
the synagogue itself, and they have since been prevailed upon to resign, with the view 
to the restoration of the s/atws quo. Accordingly, a requisition was sent to Lord 
Rothschild, as the remaining Warden who was not affected by the vote of censure, 
to convene another general meeting. His Lordship has fixed Sunday, the 1%th 
inst., at five o’clock, for the meeting, at which, however, he is not expected to be 
present. The meeting is convened “to consider the present critical position of 
affairs in connection with the synagogue, and for the purpose of rescinding the 
vote of censure passed upon the Hon. Officers and Board of Management at the 
Special General Meeting held at the Jews’ Free School on Sunday, 17th 
November, 1912.” 

In the event of a rescinding resolution being passed, another election will have 
to take place of a Warden, Financial Representative and Board of Management, 
but it is not certain that all the gentlemen who formerly were in office will con- 
sent to resume their old positions. 

An informal understanding has been arrived at between the opposing camps 
with reference to candidatures for the vacant post of First Reader, asubject which 
has been the cause of all the trouble. The understanding is to the effect that the 
Board of Management will agree, if desirable, to admit other applicants as candi- 
dates, and that in any case the Rey. Mr. Steinberg shall be admitted as such, in 
addition to the Rev. H. Katz. : |

The recently-appointed Committee have received the following 
The Passport communication from Sir John 8. Randles, M.P., in reply to their 
Question. letter of December 24th to the local M.P.’s :— 


With respect to the letter and cirenlar respecting the rights of 
British citizens of the Jewish faith in regard to passports in Russia, as you are aware, I 
put qnestions in the House of Commons to Sir Edward Grey on this subject, and his 
reply was eminently ansatisfactory from the point of view of those who desire, like 
myself, to see British snbjects, of whatever faith, treated with equality. In view of the 
Foreign Secretary's determination not to make a move in the desired direction, | see 
little prospect of anything effective being done during the tenure of office of the present 
ministry. It might be possible by a depatation of representatives to the Rnossian 
Ambassador to secure some modification of the regulations in force, thongh it is hardly 
likely without the active concurrence of our own Foreign Minister. It seems tome that 
during conversations on International topics, this is a subject which should be mentioned 
with some hope of a more friendly attitude on the part of Russia towards persons of the 
Jewish faith. Any privilege secured for American or British, or any other nationality, 
would, of course, have to apply to all. 


Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., has also expressed opposition to discrimination in 
the matter of passports. 

Mr. C. A. Montagu Barlow. M.P., in the course of a letter, said: “I 
certainly should support proposals for securing to all British subjects equality of 
treatment on the lines you suggest.” 


Another conference of the representatives of Manchester Jewry is to be held 
next week. 


Complaints have recently been raised against the masters at 
Jewish Children in Municipal day schools, who, it is alleged, compel Jewish boys 
Municipal Schools. to desecrate the Sabbath by insisting on their writing or 
doing brush-work after the beginning of Sabbath on Friday 
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afternoon. ‘This fact has come under the notice of Mr. I. W. Slotki, the Head- 
master of the Talmud Torah, who, having made inquiries, was informed that the 
teachers were ignorant of the fact that writing was prohibited after Sabbath had 
commenced. On Mr. Slotki suggesting that Jewish pupils should be allowed to 
leave school earlier, he was informed that the Headmaster could not, in accordance 
with existing regulations, permit this, and that in several schools it would mean 
that abont 30 to 40 per cent. of the pupils would leave school, probably in the 
middle of a lesson. The Headmaster likewise pointed ont to him that daring his 
thirty years’ experience no such complaints had reached him. He promised Mr. 
Slotki that whenever any objection from a parent was made to him he would see 
that the pupil was not compelled to do writing, but that he should be allowed to 
take other lessons, such as reading, spelling, etc., in its place. 
Mr. Slotki, who is the Honorary Superintendent of the Hebrew instruction i 
given in the Day Schools ander the Supervision of the Manchester Hebrew Edaca- é 
tion Board, has recently finished his examination and classification of the Jewish 
pupils (about 260) attending St. John’s School,Cheetham. He has classified them 
according to their knowledge of Hebrew into five standards, irrespective of those 
which have been arranged for them for secular subjects. This arrangement, 
although causing some inconvenience to the Headmaster, has been allowed by him. 


The following figures represent the number of patients treated 
during December : In-patients admitted, 57; new out-patients, 
170; old out-patient attendanees, 1,075; new accident cases, 
152; old accident attendances, 395. 


Jewish Hospital. 


A meeting of the committee was held on Sunday at Frankenburg

marriage. It was resolved, on the motion of the chairman, to 
tender cengratulations to the Rev. A. Cohen. B.A., on his appointment as Minister 
at Birmingham. Mr. Cohen briefly returned thanks. A ballot took place for 
four life-governorships. The following subscribers were successful : Messrs. Spiro, 
Tynas, Glaskie, and Woolf. The membership now exceeds 1,200, and about £150 
has been collected daring the past year, mostly from weekly subscribers. The 
Chairman addressed the new collectors, whose services had been obtained throngh 
the mediam of the dance held on December 2th. A vote of condolence to Miss 
Raphael, one of the vice-presidents, on the death of her brother, Mr. A. Raphael, 
of London, was passed. 


Alderman and Mrs. I. Frankenbarg were host and hostess at an 
“At Home,” given at the Midland Hotel, on Sanday, to the 
hooorary collectors and canvassers. There was a large attendance, 
including the members of the Aid Committee and their wives. 
Tea having been partaken of, Alderman I’rankenburg congratulated the Aid Com- 
mittee on the excellent work they had accomplished, and was pleased to note that 
as much as £180 had been obtained by means of penny-a-week collections in the 
space of nine months, and that this showed a satisfactory increase of over £50 
during a similar period the previous year. The collectors took the opportanity of 
making a presentation to Mr. David 8. Garson, J.P., one of the Hon. Secretaries 
of the Board. The presentation consisted of a silver epergne suitably inscribed.

EDINBURGH. 


On Saturday morning there passed away at his resi- 
Death of dence Mr. Maurice Isaacs, J.P., the esteemed President 
Mr. Maurice Isaacs, J.P. of the Edinburgh Hebrew Congregation, Graham Street. 

Mr. Isaacs was a native of Edinburgh, and spent practi 
cally the whole of his business life in the firm of B. Hyam, tailors and clothiers, 
first in the capacity of salesman, and afterwards as manager. Later on he acquired 
the business as sole partner, and his shrewdness 
and business capacity were reflected in the success 
of the three branches in Edinburgh, Belfast, and 
Dublin. Mr. Isaacs retired from the firm about six 
years ago,‘and his place was taken by three of his 
four sons. The fourth son is a stockbroker in 
Edinburgh. On several occasions Mr. Isaacs was 
spoken of as a candidate for municipal honours, but 
he declined nomination. Notwithstanding his 
strenuous business life, he found time to identify 
himself with various interests, such as the Edinburgh 
Merchant Company, of which he was a member, and 
the Edinburgh Merchants’ Association, of which he 
was at one time president. Mr. Isaacs started the 
nucleus of the Widows’ Fand of the latter Association. 
Mr. Maurice Isaacs, J.P. He also took an active interest in the affairs of the 

Simon Square Soup Kitchen, and at the time of his 
death was the chairman of the committee. As president of the congregation 
for over twenty years, he did much to promote its best interests, and was 
largely instramental in acquiring the new synagogue in Graham Street a few 
years ago. He identified himself in a whole-hearted manner with the various 
charitable institutions in the city, irrespective of denomination. By his methods 
and genial disposition he endeared himself to all with whom he came in contact. 
He was a well-known figure in the city and his loss will be keenly felt, by the 
Jewish community particularly. As a lreemason, he was a Past Master of the 
Rifle Lodge, and an aftiliated member of Mary’s Chapel Lodge. In recognition 
of his services as a citizen, he was some years ago appointed a Justice of the Peace 
for Edinburgh. Mr. Isaacs was seventy-two years of age, and leaves a widow, 
four sons, and two daughters. The faneral took placeon Monday. There was a 
large gathering of friends, members of the Jewish community and others, and 
many representative citizens of Edinburgh were also present, including a number 
of Town Councillors. The service at the cemetery was conducted by the 
Rev. J. Fiirst, assisted by the Rev. A’ Levinson. Mr. Fiirst delivered the funeral 
oration. 


At the recent graduation ceremony of the University of 
Medical Distinction. Edinburgh, the degree of M.B., Ch.B., was conferred on 

Mr. Asher Cohen. Dr. Cohen, who is the eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. L. Cohen, of Pretoria (late of Edinburgh), 
is twenty-two years of age, and has had a successful career 
at the University. He gained first-class honours in physio. 
logy (experimental), anatomy (practical and theoretical), and 
in practical pathology. He also obtained a prize in systematic 
medicine, and was medallist in materia medica. Honours 
were also gained by him in physics, chemistry, histology. 
surgery, midwifery, gynaecology, and diseases of the eye and 
skin. Mr. Cohen is the eldest grandson of Mrs. and the late 
Mr. Israel Levy Lucas, of Dalkeith Road. Dr. Cohen has 
just been appointed House:Sargeon to the Royal Infirmary, 
Bangor.

Jewish Education in Edinburgh. 


TO THE EDITOR.—From “G,” 


Sin,—Kindly allow me a little space in your valaable paper on a very important 
matter—the religious teaching of our childrea. I often see reports of Edinburgh in 
regard to various communal! affairs but have never seen a report on the above eubject, for 
to our shame and sorrow there is nothing to report, as that most important matter has 
beed utterly neglected. 

The Jewish population here is about 1,000. Of congregations we have four, and a 
recent report stated that there are funds in existence for a new synagogue to be built, 
and I know that the existing synagogues are empty on Sabbaths. Our commana! 
workers fail to note our chief need—the religious teaching of children. I am convinced 
that there are many young men who never eater a synagogue even on High Festivals. 
because they are ashamed at not being able to read their prayers. I cannot under 
stand why that most necessary subject passes so unnoticed here. Sabbath and 
Holiday services for chi:dren are not known here. Many years ago, when the Jewish 
community was very small, the Minister and Beadle included the teaching of the 
members children in their duties. Hut now we are a large community, no one takes the 
trouble of looking into the increased reqnirements of to-day. We cannot expect the 
synagogue officials now to attend to their various duties and teach the children without 
the aid of extra teachers. 

The poor children of non-members (with the exception of a very few) get no Hebrew 
teaching atall. The remedy I would suggest is, that our communal workers come to 
an understanding with the aid of the Ministers to get more teachers and form a proper 
school for Hebrew teaching. I feel sure the community would assist financially.

Dr. G. Arbour Stephens, M.D., lectured last Sunday evening to 
Swansea. the Daughters of Zion Association on “Jewish Ideals and Welsh 

Ideals.” Mrs. P. V. Tobias presided. The lecturer remarked that 
the highest ideals of a nation were at basis the religious ideals, and that the com. 
parison of Welsh and Jewish ideals resolved itself into a consideration of the 
national religions of the Jewish and Welsh peoples. He emphasieed the value of 
faith as illustrated by the Bible heroes, and asserted that the best words that 
could be addressed to the Jews were “ Be strong; examine yourselves whether ye 
be standing in the faith.” He quoted the sixth and seventh articles of Maimonides’ 
Principles of Faith, observing that they laid just strees upon the importance of 
the teachings of Moses, which formed the magnificent Sanitary Code that 
bad never been equalled. The value of Judaism lay in its taking the 
family as the anit and not the individual. It was to this extent a more 
altruistic religion, aa its adherents were tanght to think of one another. The 
family gatherings of Judaism were a marked contrast to the cold individuality of 
Christianity and were of great social value. Religion could be considered under 
four classes : worship, education, poor law, and hygiene. Asa Poor Law Guardian, 
Dr. Stephens pointed to the fact that rarely could there be found a Jewish inmate 
ef the workhouse. “he remarkable birth and infantile mortality statistics of the 
community in Swansea were sufficient alone to show that the sanitary code of the 
Jews was of inestimable value totherace. It led to the proper education of men and 
women, of mind and body, and the closer they adhered to the Mosaic Laws the better 
it would be for their race. It was not enufficient to have sanitary laws enforced 
by a band of sanitary inspectors. ‘These laws as part of religion would be better 
kept by the people than if the people were driven to keep them by outside force. 
The lecturer concluded with a reference to the territorial aims of the Association, 
and reminded his audience that the benefits to be derived from territory were not 
the most important things in religious life. The Welsh were proud of the “ land 
of Our Fathers,” bat the conditions of their life were bad. The welfare of the 
nation depended more than anything else on the way the women looked after the 
home. Jews, who set so good an example in this respect, should make themselves 
more of a missionary force and so bring benefit to their neighbours. A successfal 
collection was made for the National Fand. 

Last Tuesday the Daughters of Zion Association was addressed by the 
organiser of the Society, Miss Helena Weisberg, of Manchester, at the Synagogue 
Chambers. Mrs. J. Glass, proposed, and Miss Annie Baddiel seconded a vote of 
thanks to Miss Weisberg. Oo Sunday afternoon the annual meeting of the Society 
was held. The balance-sheet showed a satisfactory sarplus, and the president's 
statement proved that much good work had been done. It was decided to send 
donations to the Central Fund, the National land, and tothe Yemenite Jews. 
Mrs. P. V. Tobias was re-elected president, and Miss S. Saul treasurer. Mrs. L. 
Weisbard was appointed vice-president, and Miss Rose Levi, hon. secretary. A 
committee of twelve was also elected.

A special meeting of the congregation was held on Sunday, for tke 
purpose of electing a member ofthe Board of Deputies for Tredegar 
instead of Mr. Moss Rosenbaum, who resigned prior to his departure 
for Germany.

THE JEWISH HOSPITAL MOVEMENT.—U néer the auspices of the Maccab:.an 
Literary and Social Union, Dr. L. Mandel, a prominent worker in the Jewish 
Hospital movement, spoke last Sunday at the Jewish Board of Guardians Offices on 
the necessity for a Jewish Hospital for London. Dr. Mandel, in the course of his 
remarks, said that the existing accommodation for the Jewish sick poor in Jewish 
wards in the general hospitals was bat seventy-two beds, whilst the estimated 
Jewish population was approximately 120,000. The religious atmosphere and 
appropriate environment were essential to the speedy healing and convalescence of 
Jewish patients. Then there was the language difficulty, for although the newly 
arrived immigrant made every endeavour to acquire a knowledge of English 
speedily, it was only after many years that he became sufficiently proficient to 
make himself explicit when confronted #ith the doctor in rge of out-patients. 
The people in the East End had already collected close on £8,000 by small contri- 
outions. The intention was to build a small hospital. capable of dealing with 
about 550 to 600 patientsa year and roughly about 100,000 out-patient attendances, 
and to work in friendly conjunction with the existing institutions.

THE REV. MR. RAFFALOVITCH AND 
AMERICAN REFORM. 


TO THE EpDITOR.—From the Rev. I. RAFFALOVICH, Liverpool. 


SIR,—F rom the letter of my esteemed friend, the Rev. Harry S. Lewis, M.A., 
it woulil appear as if I went forth to fight the battle of American Orthodox 
Judaism against their Reform opponents. Your readers are aware that my con 
clusions were those of the Laly in Heine’s poem of the disputation betwen the 
Rabbi and the priest. I do not deny the good and humane work ‘performed 
directly under the guidance of the heads of Keform Congregations. I have wit. 
nessed the devoted personal services rendered by Dr. Stephen 8. Wise. But I 
could not help realising the fact that traditional Judaism in the hands of the 
Reform Rabbis is being mutilated to such an extant as to become quite unrecog 
nisable. Of course, Mr. Lewis may have quitea different conception as to “ Jewish 
consciousness,” and as to what constitutes Judaism. But as to the “ triumph ” of 
American Reform, I can only repeat a statement made to me by one whose 
liberalism will be disputed by no one, and for whom Mr. Lewis 
has as much respect as myself, and that is that Jethel and /manue! 
—the two strongholds of American J adaism—are the mortuary houses of Judaism; 
from their portals Judaism is led to the grave. Reform in America does not mean 
& mere change in ritual, but the divestment of all those Jewish characteristics 
.which characterised the Jewish people and distinguished them from other nations. 
There are some people who look with favour on this process of disintegration, who 
are satisfied with that sort of a neboulously spiritualised Judaism, a Judaism 
which is wholly negative with nothing positively concrete. I have no quarrel 
with them. But I have a perfect right to say that from a traditional point of 
view they are causing the Jewish people the greatest injury. I have not con. 
demned millions of my fellow-Jews, but gave some impressions as to what I have 
seen at New York. Of course, there is also light, but the shadow is so intensely 
dark that one cannot help feeling pain at what may be the outcome of this 
“ welter of irreligion and demoralisation ” which characterises the great masses of 
our New York brethren.

The Synagogue and * The Human Problems of to-day.” 
TO THE EpiTor.—From Miss ETHEL BEHRENS, ‘4, Gloucester Square, W. 


Sin,—With reference to Mr. Marion Spielmann’s letter of the 3rd inst., may 
I be allowed to say a few words on the subject’?

we limit bia power of epeec!: to subjects of a dead formalism, when his spirit which ; 
is urging him to speak is probably tlowing in other directions? Here, moreover, ; 


it is the community which is the ioser, and why should this be’? We wanta ‘ 
practical illustration t> show us that the spiritual and material spheres are not : 
divided, but are as the concave an:! convex sides of one whole, and that the one is . 
found in and throngh the other. It is, in fact, this underlying principle which has . 
been the guiding light to the Society of Iriends, thus cansing them to regard all 
work, all time, and all occupations that are not wrong, as Holy, and it is this great 
spiritual force, which we find thus clearly illustrated, not only in their individual 


lives, but at their meetings for worship where all varieties of opinion find expres- , 
sion from the lips of all those vho feel themselves called upon to speak from the 
spirit, which is working within each one of them. 


It is this great spiritual force, which so many of as tind wanting in the syna. 
gogue to-day, and which’ makes us feel that the synagogue is an institution quite 
apart from our every-day life, in fact, a water-tight compartment, which soon 
becomes a dead letter instead of a living spirit which sbould permeate every 
thought and action of our lives. Why should it not be the function of the syna- 
gogue to tyke the lead in social reform’ To take, for example, the pressing 
problems gf to-day, which for so many of us are buruing questions, such as those 
relating fo International Peace and Arbitration, the Criminal Law Amendment 
Acts, the Housing ()aestion, and many others. Is the working of these great 
movements to be ignored in silence by the synagogue, and is the preacher who 
from time to time refers to them to be hushed up asa political faddist? If so, 
mav I add, that I, too, can see the empty benches referred to by Mr Spielmann, 
but this time the vision will be an eloquent commentary on the lack of that 
glorifying spirit whicb should enshrine and consecrate every thought and action 
of ear daily lives, and for which so many of us are yearning and seeking in the 
synagogue to-day.

Mr. R. GWYNNE (Eastbourne, Opp.) asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
India if he would explain why the beginning and end of each letter published in 
the return of the correspondence with the Bank of England, Messrs. Samuel 
Montagu and Co., and the India Office was omitted; and wonld he supply a copy 
showing by whom and to whom each letter was addressed. 

Mr. H. BAKER (Accrington, Min.).: The retarn bas been presented in a form 
which economises space and printing and is in accordance with various precedents. 
The letters are signed by and addressed to the parties concerned or their authorised 
representatives, and the Secretary of State sees no reason why the expense of 
reprinting with the formal details asked for should be incurred. 

Mr. GWYNNE further asked the Under-Secretary of State for India whether 
his attention bad been called to the letter written on May 24th last by the India 
Office to Messrs. Samuel Montagao and Co., in which it was asked that all bars or 
boxes of silver to be shipped should bear distinguishing m , which would 
enable them easily to be traced to the source of sapplY and so identify 
the seller in case it should be necessary to claim a refund. and to the 
reply of Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. of May 26th, stating that all the bara 
and dollar-boxes they shipped had identification marks; and, in view of this 
correspondence would he explain the statement which appeared in the letter dated 
November 13th from Meesrs. Samuel Montagu and Co. to the India Office to the 
effect that. although the Department's orders bad been large, they formed at times 
but a portion of their business (which involved a considerable number of clients), 
and that supposing they felt jastified in divulging the names of those clients with 
whom they did business on the same days as with the Department it was impossible 
to disentangle from the list those which provided silver for the Department. 

Mr. H. BAKER: The first letter showed that each bar or box of silver shipped 
and found defective could, in case of need, be traced to the seller. The second 
letter was understood to mean that, owing to considerations of time and convenience. 
it is not practicable for a broker to deliver on each occasion to each baying client 
the particolar bars or boxes bought under the contracts made to satisfy his require. 
ments. The Secretary of State is satisfied that the latter statement, which is in 
no way inconsistent with the former, represents the recognised practice of the 
bullion trade.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE ALIENS ACT. 


DESERTER’S ROMANCE. 


NO WITNESSES AT A SATURDAY SITTING. 


The London Immigration Appeal Board met last Friday to consider the 
cases of six aliens who appealed against the Immigration Officer’s orders of 
rejection. The appellants comprised two women who had come to join their 
busbands, and a young deserter who, however, was sent back. Mr. T. W. Francis, 
J.P., presided, and with bim were Mr. Ernest Lesser and Mr. Urwick. 

The first appeal, that of YUDKA WEBER, was dismissed on medical grounds, 
the doctor of the Board -certifying the appellant as suffering from a clear 
case of trachoma, which was apt to become very infectious. The Chairman of the 
Board remarked that they were\powerless to go against the doctor’s evidence. 
Weber had left his wife and child & liussia, and desired to seek employment in 
this country. 

The adventures of a young Russian couple, named HIRSCH and ROSA 
TESCHNOW, then occupied the attention of the Board for some considerable time. 
Rosa, an attractive-looking young woman, arrived here minus her marriage certi- 
ficate, and told the immigration officials that she was coming to her husband, 
Hirech, to whom she said she had been married seven months. From enquiries 
that the officers had made, it appeared that the husband had told them that the 
marriage took place in Russia only six weeks ago. The Chief Immigration Officer 
told the Board that, bearing in mind the applicant’s good looks, he did not think 
it wise to admit her on the evidence she had prodaced, which really only amounted 
to an unsupported statement. 

Hirsch Teschnow, in the course of his evidence, informed the Board that he 
was a deserter from the Kussian army, and after he had fled he sought refage 
across the Austrian frontier. He recrossed the border six weeks ago and married 
the applicant, intending to bring her to England with him. MRKeturning to Anstria 
a few days later be was arrested as a spy—the Balkan War having cansed extra 
vigilance— because he was minus a passport, and spent the money he had saved to 
brivg her to this country in conducting bis defence. The marriage certificate, he 
added, he bad left in the care of his wife’s father. 

On being called, Rosa said that she bad pre-dated her marriage on the advice 
of a relative in England and also on the adviee of agents in Austria, who had told 
her thatber entry into this country would be greatly facilitated if she gave it out 
that her marriage was at least of some months’ standing. 

Evidence baving been tendered as to the earning capabilities of the man, and 
&® promise having been forthcoming that he would be given constant employment, 
the Board allowed the appeal. 

DANIEL GERENSTEIN, 22 years of age, a deserter from the Russian 
army after having served six weeks, was not allowed to land. He described 
himeelf as a furrier, and desired to join an aunt who was employed at a large fur 
factory in Betbnal Green. Theengquiry officer had paid a visit to the factory, and 
from the principal there he had ascertained that the fur trade was now in a bad 
condition, and large numbers of hands were idle. He could not promise a new 
arrival employment. 


Mr. Isaac Landau, who defended the appellant, said that the principal of the . 


firm had now authorised him to sign an undertaking that the appellant would be 
given constant employment at a reasonable wage. Ino the circumstances, Mr. 


down for admission into this country of aliens under the Act. He hada bond fide 


offer of employment, was an able-bodied young man, and had no encumbrances, 
besides which he could not be described as destitute, he having over £5 in his 


_ possession. He asked the Board, moreover, to take into account the hardships 


that would be entailed upon the deserter in the event of an unfavourable decision 
being arrived at. 

The manager of the firm in question also gave evidence, and on behalf of the 
principal was ready t& undertake to give Gerenstein employment. 

The appeal, however, was dismissed. . 

CHAYKE GOLD, a married womar with a child, was allowed to proceed to her 
husband, a resident in Glasgow, the enquiries made by the police in that city 
having proved satisfactory. oe 

The last appellants were JACOB LEFCOVITCH and bis wife, who also desired 
to proceed to Glasgow to the address produced by the former appellant. After 
some evidence having been given, and an undertaking having been forthcomiog 
from Mr. Landau that he would see that the couple proceeded in the next few 
days to Glasgow, the appeal was allowed. 


A SATURDAY SITTING.—ALL REJECTED. 


The Appeal Board held another sitting on the following day (Saturday), when 
there were six applicants, four of them baing Jews. The Jewish member of the Board 
on this occasion was Dr. Morris. All the appeals, we are given to understand, were 
dismissed, the reasons given in each cass being “ want of means.” Owing to the 
Sabbath, additional hardships were imposed upon the Jewish applicants. The 
efforts of the Shelter and the legal adviser to obtain relatives and friends to appear 
on behalf of the alieas proved fatile, witnesses stoutly declining to desecrate the 
Sabbath by appearing before the Board. 


MONDAY’'S SITTING. 
For the Third Time of Asking. 


A sitting of the London Appeal Board was also held on Mondav afternoon, 
when five cases came ap for coasideration, all of which were allowed. Foar of 
the appellants were deserters from the Rassian Army. The Board was presided 
over by Sir Richard Siapley, J.P., who was supported by Mr. Ickoff and Mr. 
David Levy. 

ROSE SEGALL, a young girl, came here to join her parents. On board she 
was unable to produce evideace establishing her bomi fides, and it was for this reason, 
explained the Chief [Immigration Officer, that be had detained her. Enaquiries bad, 
however, been prosecuted, and he now had no doubt that the girl was joining her 
family here. The father of the girl wae called, and told the Board that 
that was the third attempi his daughter had made to come to this country. 
He had sent her money on two former occasions, but the authorities would not 
allow her to cross the German frontier. She was obliged, therefore, to retarn to 
Russia. He could not understand the reason why both he and his daughter were 
now for a third time put to so much trouble. 

The Chairman explained that the Board was obliged to satisfy itself as to the 
relationship existing between the appellant and the witness b2fore admitting the 
girl here. In this case, added Sir Richard, all doubt had been removed, and 
che appeal would therefore be allowed. 


Jews Expelled from Khbarkoif. 

LEISOR KOWALEFKA sought permission to land in this country because lie 
desired to avoid continuing to serve in the Rassian army. 

“Way did you leave the army?” asked the Chairman. 

“ Bacause of the harsh treatment and the small encouragement held out to 
Jewish recraits,” replied the appellant. 

A master tailor having expressed his willingness to employ the alien for a year 
at the miaimum wage of 25:1. a week, the appeal was allowed. . 

The application was also granted in the case of SAMUEL LICHTENSTEIN, a 
married man (who had left his wife and child in Russia), who had coms to join 
his father and sisters, who have been resident in this coantry for several years. 

ABRAHAM KAPLAN, the next appellant, related the experiences the Jews in 
Kharkoff recently uaderwent. An order was, a short time ago, issued expelling 


all Jews who did not follow certain trades specified by the officials. His father 


was a printer and he himself was a tailor, and both these vocations came under 
the category of “ undesirable occupations,” and his family and large numbers of 
Jews were expelled. ( Several of them journeyed t> Frederickstadt, Courland, and 
on arrival there he was immediately called up to serve. 

He was now proceeding to an uacle, who gave evidence on ths appellant’s 
behalf and promised to look after his welfare. A master tailor also came forward, 
and on his uadertakiog to give Kaplan employment for a year at a certain specified 
wage the appeal was allowed. 

The last appellant was ELIE EISNER. He was 20 years of age and was 
proceeding to a relative. He was also a deserter, and in answer to a question 
from the Chairman said thai he had absconded bacsuse he was simply afraid to 
serve in the army. A brother had received sach bad treatment that after his 
service he returned bome in an insane condition and was now inourable. 

Oo the uaodertaking of a relative and a master tailor that the alien woald not 
become a public charge the appeal was allowed. 

Mr. Isaac Landau appeared in all cases.

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STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


PRESENTATION TO HEADMISTRESS ON RETIREMENT. 


A pleasant function was held last Sunday, at the Stepney Jewish Schools, when 
Miss i Solomon, who for forty-two years has been headmistress of the girls’ depart 
ment, was presente? with a testimonial, cheques from 
the managers and the staff, past and present pupils, and 
an album signed by the staff and the present pupils of 
the girls’ department. There was a large gathering, and 
the esteem in which Miss Solomon is held was demon 
strated by the presence of a good muster of past pupils, 
several of whom are mothers of children now attend 
ing the Schools. Miss Solomon's retirement has been 
occasioned by her having reached the age limit of service 
under the L.C.C. Althongh in her 65th year, the veteran 
headmistress enjoys comparative robust health and her 
faculties are now as acute as ever. 

In the absence of Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the President. 
through indisposition, Mr. Fanest M ney, one of the 
foundation members, presided. Having ex pressed regret 
at Mr. Adler's enforced absence, Mr. Morley said he 
thought, after all, that it was not so inappropriate that 
he should have been at the last moment called upon to 
preside on that occasion. Apart from one or two 
exceptions, be had served the Schools for a greater namber 
of years than any present manager, while for some years he, perhaps more than any 
other member, bad seen most of what he termed the inner working of the Schools. and 
was therefore able to speak on the activity of the Institution with no little authority. 
The thonghts that animated them that evening were sad ones; parting was always sad, 
bat to part from Miss Solomon was particularly ead, for they felt that in losing Miss 
Solomon they were losing a personality so closely identified with the Schools that 
they were afraid they would lose some of their affection for it. When one 
thonght of the Schools, one’s thoughts instinctively tarned to Miss Solomon 
and vice versa. Miss Solomon had shown that she possessed wide sympathies, 
and she had endeared herself to them all by her kindliness and sincerity of 
purpose. Daring ber long connection with the School, Miss Solomon had witnessed many 
ups and downs and had observed not a few changes that had taken place. Mr. Morley 
briefly sketched the growth of the institution, dating from the time of Miss Solomon 
early connection with it, when she worked under great difficulties as headmistress over 
some sixty girls and infants who foregathered for their lessons in one or two sinall 
rooms, to the present day, when there were considerably more than two hundred girls 
on the registers, and, with the introduction of cookery classes, laundry classes, swimming 
and gymaastic sections in the girls’ department, it had now come to be revarded as one 
of the most up-to-date and most efficient institutions of its kind. All this improvement 
had taken place under Miss Solomon's guidance, notwithstanding the tendency of the 
London County Council to prevent the introdaction of new ideas Recently, Miss 
Solomon had worked ont a scheme for technical training, which he hoped would soon 
come into force. During the whole of her connection with the School, inspectors and 
examiners had never presented an adverse report. [hat spoke volumes for the efficiency 
and thoronghness which characterised the work of the retiring headmistress. Miss 
Solomon was not leaving them because she had ontgrown her power; on the contrary, 
she was now as active and as enthusiastic as ever. In fact, her enthusiasm, was seldom 
more marked than it wasof recent years. Although the parting was sad, they derived «ome 
little consolation from the fact that Miss Solomon had decided to continue her con 
nection with the Schools by serving on the Commitiee, so that he and his 
colleagues would have the benefit of ber ripe e\perience and sound wisdom. Miss 
Solomon was therefore really only transferring herself to another department, where 
her work would be less arduous, anid he trusted that she would enjoy to the full her 
well-earned leisure. (Cheers.) 

Mrs. Marcus ADLER then handed a cheynue to Miss Solomon. She had pleasure in 
making the presentation on behalf of the Committee, and she trusted that the veteran head- 
mistress would long he spared to derive the utmost happiness inthe evening of her well- 
spent life. Mrs. Adler read the following letter, signed by Mr. Denzil Myer, the Hon. 
Secretary, which accompanied the cheque:-—-“! am desired by the Committee of 
Managers and members of the Committee, past and present, of these Schools, to hand 
yon the enclosed cheque as a small persona! token of their regard and esteem for you, 
and as a mark of their very high appreciation of your untiring and invaluable services 
during the period of forty-two years that you have filled the position of headmistress of 
the Girls’ School. The Managers and the members of the Committee are arranging to 
place an enlarged portrait in a prominent position in the Girls’ School. ‘This will serve 
to keep fresh in the minds of present and future generations of the girls the first head 
mistress of the Stepney Jewish Schools, and one who has devoted her life to the welfare 
of generations of Jewish girls in Stepney with such beneficent results. —Jhe Managers 
and members of the Committee wish yon mnch happiness and many years of bealth and 
contentment in your well-earned retirement.’ 

Mr. E. Norpen, the headmaster, recalled the fact that when he came to the schoo! 
as far back as 1573, he had already found Miss Solomon installed and now he could 
scarcely conceive the school withont Miss Solomon's presence. Miss Solomon through- 
out her long career always rose superior to the occasion and had pursued her work 
vigorously and well. She wasa great influence for good on the many hundreds of children 
who passed through ber hands and her influence had spread with advantage to his side of 
the school. Invariably when any difficulty arose, Miss Solomon was the person consnited, 
and besides her work in preparing and helping girls to gain distinctions in the scholastic 
world Miss Solomon had done something a great deal better in training the girls to be 
good, honest, truth-loving Jewesses able in the future to assume their high position as 
mothers in Israel. And no better work could be accomplished. He joined in wishing 
Miss Solomon continued health and happiness on her retirement. 

Mr. Denzin Myer said he also desired to add aword of appreciation of the 
wonderful work Mise Solomon had accomplished for Stepney. She deserved their highest 

raise and their unstinted gratitude for the zeal she had always displayed in carrying ont 

er ardnous duties. No headmistress, he maintained, could have exerted a more 
remarkable infinence upon all with whom she came into contact than Miss Solomon, 
whose retirement he regretted. : 

Miss CLARK, the senior assistant teacher, on behalf of the staff andthe girls of the 
school, handed Miss Solomon a cheque, accompanied by an album, signed by all the 
present pupils. 

Mr. StePueEN S. Hyam also added a few appreciative remarks on the work of Miss 
Solomon. 

Mr. Henry WEINSTEIN referred to the cordial relations existing between the two 
staffs of the school, due to the influence of Miss Solomon, and alluded to her ever ready 
assistance in work in which he was specially interested. | 

Miss SoLoMON, who was deeply affected, said that she would always cherish the 
memory of that pleasant occasion. It had delighted her immensely to see 80 many of

In the course of his letter, Mr. Herbert Adler, the President, wrote: “ Miss Solomon's 
services to the Schools during her lifelong career there have been distinguished by a real 
and unswerving devotion. She is held in affectionate regard by hundreds of pupils who 
have been through her hands and who have drawn from her an inspiring example for 
their own life. Stepney would not have been what it is but for Miss Solomon.’ 

The Rev. J. F. Stern in his letter wrote: “ . All of us who have had the 
che of being associated with Miss Solomon in the work of the schools owe her a 
deep debt of gratitude for her strenuons efforts and for her inspiring example, and we 
can only pray that in her retirement she may have the joy of knowing that her good 
work is being continned. by these whom she has trained for their sacred and honourable 
profession, and who I know may be relied upon to perform their task in the same spirit 
of devotion and affection which has always animated her.” 

Mr. Henry Hymans wrote: “All honour is due to Miss Solomon for the constant 
devotion she has always shown in the important duty of instructing her —_ and of 
training them to become worthy members of the community—and faithful Jewesses.”

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


« « BY ONE OF THEM .. 


One of the evening papers, which is in the habit of quoting schoolboy 
“ howlers,” publishes a Biblical anachronism which certainly was not perpetrated 
by a Free School boy. Here it is: “Elijah, the fishbite, dropped his mantle, 
and ()ueen Elizabeth walked over it.” How subtle the touch that can thus bridge 
the ceaturies! One is inclined in many cases to accept these eccentricities with 
the usual grain of salt. Many and many a so-called “howler” has been evolved 
from the fertile brain of the teacher himself. and foisted ap»n an unsaspecting 
world as a bona fide creation of the schoolboy’s brain. a the other hand in one 
issue of the /ews’ Free School Magazine a few quaint bits “seen in essays " have 
been unearthed and immortalised in cold print. Thus: ‘* Sir Walter Raleigh was 
the first Englishman to discover potatoes and Rebecca.” ‘‘In the winter: we all 
ought to wear flannel under our skins,” whilst it is indeed regrettable to learn that 
“ Scott died in very sad circumferences.” 

I bad often wondered at the reason for that perennial smile on the faces of 
the majority of Free School teachers. One of them has asaured me that if he 
jotted down all the funny sayings he listened to in the course of a single day, he 
would have little time to devote to tuition. I have already told your readers of 
the boy who had the misfortune to “swallow his bank,” and of the young gentle- 
man who couldn’t have a bath “’cause father was selling lemons out of it.” But 
there is something very ingenious about that little Israelite who explained that 
“the school hall is situated ia two directions; one is on one side, and one is on the 
other.” Let us hope he will not eventually be articled to a surveyor ! 


One would much like to know whether, in these days of fierce competition, 
electric trams, wireless telegraphy, and National Insurance, there are any folk in 
our midst who occasionally detach themselves from this distracting existemce and 
peer into the mysteries of the Kabala. This thonght is suggested by the announce- 
ment of a forthcoming work dealing with “the Hebraic method of divination by 
the power cf sound, number, and planetary inflaence.” The book, we are told, is 
going to enable the curious to discern their fortune in their name through the 
medium of Kabalistic astrology. Although possessing several entertaining works 
01 the subject, a cursory glance is safticient to indicate that the study is not for 
the person distracted by everyday cares. There was an elderly acquaintance of the 
writer—he resided. not far from the Wellclose Sqaare residence of the famous 
“ Baal Shem "—who spent his whole life and best part of his income in the 
attempt to delve into mysteries that were not for him; who attempted, maybe, to 
fi\l his larder and his cellars by the supernatural means [alk is alleged to have 
invoked so successfi'ly, and who passed away a comparatively disappointed man. 
There are problems far more insistent than those of the Kabala awaiting us all in 
these times, but if some genius can really tell us the way to fortune through our 
name, we are always ready to give him a respectful hearing. 

Mr. O'Grady, the Labour Member of Parliament, is distinctly ingenuous. 
The hon. member for East Leeds has been interrogating the Home Secretary 
concerning the admission of cheap alien labour by the immigration authorities, 
and has been iaformed that the question of cheap labour has no weight with the 
Appeal Board, which, it was addei, dealt with esch case on its merits. The 
interesting aspect of the matter lies in the fact that only a few evenings ago | 
happened to be listening to an gddress which Mr. O'Grady was delivering to the 
scene shifters of London. In #hat utterancs, frequent reference was made to the 
terribly bad conditions under which the stage-hands are employed, the long hours, 
the bad pay, and the seeming impossibility of betterment. Would it not be better 
for the member for East Leeds to assist these poor men as far as lies in his power, 
to help to remove the possibility of cheap native labour before concerning himeelf 
with indastries in which the capable worker can and doss receive a really adequate 
rate of pay ? 


Through the courtesy of the Chairman of the Trustees, facilities were recently 
afforded the writer to inspect the *‘ Ada Lawis Lodging Home for Women,” which 
that warm-hearted lady devised for the use of South-East London. The premises 
resemble a municipal building rather than a lodging-house, and the appointments 
almost verge on the luxarionus. Nothing could be cosier than the cubicles, the 
dining-hal!, or the sitting-room, nor is it possible to discover an establishment 
where ‘extras are so noticeable by their absence. A hot bath for a penny, food at 
cost price, splendid accommodation at three shillings a week, and a luxurious 
enviroument for six shillings—these are but a few of the wonders which the 
munificence of a Jewish lady has made possible. It is well to remember that the 
Trustees bad the benefit of expert advice from social workers—Miss Nettie Adler 
among them—and others, so that in this one establishment are concentrated the 
resultof the experience of those who have devoted their lives tothe welfare of working 
women. The only pity is that the building should have been erected in a locality 
where it can be of no use to the many unattached Jewish working women of 
slender means, to whom the refinement and cosiness of the surroundings would 
otherwise make an immediate appeal. 

I learn that representations are to be made in the proper quarters to seoure the 
Carnegie medal for Lazarus Kaiser, the fifteen-year-old Free School boy whose 
gallant rescue of his little brother and sister during the recent fire Pooks 
recorded in the JEWISH CHRONICLE) has gained’ widespread publicity. Little 
Kaiser, who paid me a visit the other morning, has begun to realise the penalties 
attaching to publicity, among other callers having basen sympathetic ladies anxious 
for a word with the hero of the hour. 


“Don Quixote in Hebrew!” The fact of this masterpiece of Cervantes 


| having been translated into Lashon Hakodesh on the other side of the Atlantio, 


provided material for an interesting article in the Daily News and Leader the other 
day. Certainly, it appears as if the combined influences of materialism and 
assimilation are powerless to stem the enthusiasm of the study of Hebrew as a 
living language. One thing is fairly certain, that we in London owe a debt to 
the Zionists generally, and the Redman’s Road Talmud Torab as well as the 
B’noth Zion Association in particular, for having placed this movement on a 
practical footing, and for having proved that their ideal was no nebulous thing. 
What is really needed, I am given to understand, is a series of graduated stories in 
Hebrew, arranged in such a fashion that the reader with a fair working knowledge 
of the language can work his or her way up from the simple, easy tale to the more 
difficult parrative. For the advanced stadent there are, of course, splendid stores 
in the Beth Hamedrash Library, to mention the place most available. But the 
very fact that “Don Quixote,” “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” and “The Arabian 
Nights” have been translated into Hebrew is a happy sign that the study of our 
language is to be rendered more fascinating than ever.

THE TENT OF RIGHTEOUSNESS FRIENDLY SOCIETY. 


CENTENARY CELEBRATION. 


BY THE REV. M. ROSENBAUM. 


At a time when the Friendly Societies’ movement is suffering the pangs of a 
new birth, and when the Jewish societies feel compelled to re-organise or to fall 
out of the ranks of existing institutions, some account of one of the earliest of 
these “ Chevras,” as they were formerly called, which last month attained its 
centenary, may prove of interest, and serve as a warning to those societies of the 
same type that are still ran on the old lines. he “ Tent of Righteousness 
Friendly Society” ({712" 2738), which has always been located on the south side 
of the river Thames, dates from the year 1812. So far as can be ascertained, 
there are now only two Jewish societies having similar objects which are older 
thap this: “The Metropolitan Jewish Confined Mourning and [arial Society,” 
which was established in 1406, and ‘The Loyal and Independent Lodge of Good 
fellows,” founded in 1410. 


Rules and Regulations. 


The earliest record of the Tent of Righteousness Society is contained in the 
“ Article Book,” a folio MS. containing the Rules and Regulations. Its title-page 
states that the Society was “ Instituted in the Year of the World 5563 and of the 
Christian Aera 1812 when these Articles were made by Isl. Israel, and Revised 
and Amended by him in the Year 5532. These Rales and Orders were finally agreed 
upon the %th of December 1412, and the Amendments November 13th 1|*21.” 
The book contains the 1421 Regulations, but from its phraseology it is not difficult 
to discover the form in which they were first promulgated nine years previously. 
It bears the signatures of the Treasurer, WW. Simmonds, High Street, Newington ; 
the Steward, E. Nathan, Friars Street, Blackfriars Road; and of twenty-two 
members with their addresses. 

The Committee was to consist of a President and ten members, six of whom 
were to serve as “ Senior Members” of that body for a second year and five to b 
replaced by a similar number who were to be “drawn” for. Formerly the entire 
eleven had been replaced annually by a “drawing.” The President was to be 
“drawn” from the six Seniors, and a Treasurer had “to be chosen from the 
Society.” Fines were inflicted upon those refusing to serve. Members paid 6d. 
oe raised to seven-pence halfpenny. The money was to be “ put 
out at ‘fnterest for the Lenefit of the Society,” and was invested with the 77) of 
the Great Synagogue, Duke's Place, at three-and-a-jnarter per cent., until 
December 1858, after which the “stock” was deposited in the Lambeth Savings 
Bank. Members who failed to settle their accounts ontie- appointed quarterly 
days were to be “ without Denetit immediately,’ and/were to be expelled if they 
did not pay within one month. Fines for absence from these meelings were 5s. 
for the officers and ls. 6d. for the committee, and a sum of fifteen shillings might 
be expended each evening for “ expenses,” which meant refreshment, usually of a 
liquid patare. 

Sick and Death Beneliits. 


“ Should it please the Almighty to Visit any Member with sickness so that he 
cannot attend his daily Business,” he was entitled from the third day to a weekly 
allowance, and any member who “frandently obtained any Relief" was to be 
‘ premptorily expelled, and upon no Account whatever to be readmitted.” If his 
malady was deemed incurable, lie might be granted a pension of 33. 6d. per week. 
No more than twelve whole benefits at 15s. and twelve half benefits at 7a. 6d. were to 
be paid “from One Illnessat One Time,” after which the Committee could allow 
“what shall seem to them good for the benefit of the Society. : . but 
should such member God forbid Break a limb then he shall receive his benefit has 
at first.” This was to be one guinea per week if “ stock * amounted to £200 or 
more, and fifteen shillings when it decreased to £150. The Steward was to appoint 
one of the Committee to visit the sick member daily, and if the patient was to 
“ work game or go abroad unless by the authority of the Medical Attendent,” or if, 
when ordered walking exercise by the doctor, he was seen “drinking in a Public- 
house or attending at a public place of amusement,” he was subject to a fine of 5s. 
and to return all benefits. 

On the death of a member who had belonged to the Society for at least thirteen 
weeks his relatives were entitled to all funeral expenses, viz., hearse (£1 43.), 
shrouds (£1 53.), coffin, “iron bound” (£1 &s.), and “ other expenses which shall 
be necessary such as digging the grave, washing board, etc,” but the Society most 
emphatically declined to “ pay ground dues which is called YPIND money to any 
Congregation whatever” (later roles add, “‘a sum frequently demanded by Con- 
gregations”). A gravestone costing thirty shillings was to be provide! by -the 
Society, but the relatives might add to the sum “if they wished for a better one.” 


‘Sitting up to Learn.’’ 


The Society met “as is customary with those of the Jewish Religion to offer 
prayers to the Almighty on the Feast of Penticost the giving of the Command- 
ments of God to.the Children of Israel and on the least of the Tabernacles for the 
Blessings of the harvest home.” Every member, whether he attended or not, had 
to pay the sum of 6d. towards the expenses of the evenings; and if he came “ina 
state of intoxication or introduced the general business of the Society or politics, 
curse, swear or otherwise behave himself in a disorderly manner” he was to be 
“subject to a fine of 10s. 6d. nor less than 53.” £2 53. was allowed from the 
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fands for the night's expenses, and no smoking was allowed “from the beginning 
ili the finish.” 
2  Mecurbalnon it was soon found expedient to abolish these meetings, for on 
May 13th, 1826, it was resolved “ that the Members of this Society do not meet as 
was customary twice a vear to sit up all Night for Drinking and Smoaking instead 
of Prayers and Charge the Society two pounds five shillings for each nights 
expenses as but few of the Members ever attended on the last Meeting No more 
than eight members attended and the Collector which did not form a Congregation 
according to the Jewish Rights as no Benefit Clab bas anything of the kind. og 
Members had to be under forty years of age on admission, to reside “ within 
three miles on the Surrey side of the three Bridges,” and to pasa a medical

The Minute Book. 


The earliest extant Minute Book begins March 4, 1525, the first entries being 
in the writing of Nathan Henry, the Secretary and Collector, a great grandfather 
of the Rev. Morris Joseph, and the account book begins at August 10th of the 
game year. 

The secretary and collector in addition to a salary of two guineas per quarter 
received a pair of shoes every year (cost 103.) and an overcoat once in three years, 
costing £1 16s., and he was a free member of the Society. It is clear from the 
minutes that many difficult cases were referred to the Committee of Arbitration, 
to the Chief Rabbi, and not at all seldom to a court of justice. In the /atter 
event the award was invariably in favour of the Society. On August 8th, 1825, a 
claim of £1 63. “concerning a phisician was refased,” and a “‘demand for 12 
bothels of wine was allso rejected,” but claims for “‘ warm baths” were allowed if 
the doctor ordered them for the patient. 

The meetings were held at various public houses in South London, bat in 
April 1830 they were transferred to the synagogue at Prospect Place, Southwark, 
where the Society had met occasionally since December 1828. Some ten months 
later a member declined to attend meetings at a place of worship, but the mem- 
bers agreed to do so “for the welfare of the Society in pursuing Oeconemy and 
Retrenchment.” The Chief Rabbi, the Rev. Solomon Herschell, however, when 
appealed to, stated that he “did not approve of meeting in ?71% without a 
partition being up at the time of Meeting,” and accordingly a month later the 
whole of the members “agreed to meet at a Publik House,” and “a Vote of 
Censure was passed against Joseph Aarons for putting the Society to unnecessary 
expenses,’ and ‘The (;eorge Tavern,” Waterloo Road, once again became the 
Society's /ocal. The meetings were conducted by no means harmoniously ; fines 
for misconduct and “ interrupting” were of very frequent occurrence, and formed 
no inconsiderable part of the Society’s income, being daly recorded 
in the Minutes and Accounts. On November 2nd, 1825, “Noah Nathan of 
fishmongers alley was find by the President one shilling for Intrupting the Com- 
mittee in thar duty by throuing one of the Benchis down willforly several times 
and all so by telling the President he was a Jack in office he was find 2s.

', The Founders and First Members. 


Space will not permit me to speak at length of some of the more important 
members of the Chevra: of Nathan Henry, the Secretary, who established the 
first Minyan in the Borough, of Joe Phillips, his successor, the general factotam 
of the Community in South London, who left all his wordly effects at his death to 
the Synagogue and thus formed the nucleus of the fund by which the present 
Synagogue in Heygate Street was erected; of the “lecturers” who offered con- 
solation in times of bereavement at the rate of five shillings for four “ lectures,” 
Rabbis Benjamin, Myer, Noson, and Moses; of some of the earliest members, 
John Levi, “Lammy” Goldsmid, Morris Harris, David Hyams, Ralph Myers, 
Aaron Jessel, and his kinsman, Abraham Harris, of East Lane, to whom the 
Account, herewith reproduced, was issued almdst a century ago; of W. Simmonds, 
Uzziel Emanuel, Lyon Levy, Mark Davis, John Solomon, Philip Cohen, and 
Aaron Cohen, all officers of the Society at various times. These were prominent 
men in the community of “the Borough” early in the last century, and helped in 
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tablishing the congregation in that district. Nor can I tell the story of the com- 
ercial progress of those Jews to whom a weekly benefit of fifteen shillings in 
ne of sickness was once a matter of moment, and who themselves rose to aftiaence 
.od whose descendants now loom big in Jewish public life. 


Progress of the Society, and its Future. 


The membership of the Society has, in the course of its lengthy existence, 
aried very considerably. In 1825 it numbered 69, probably the highest it ever 
eached, and its invested funds were £200. In 1456 the nambers fell to 30 
aod the fanda as low as £95. In 187 there were 40 members and the stock was 

225. In 1884, when Mr. Philip Ornstien was acting temporarily as Secretary 
-ending the appointment of a permanent official, it had risen further to 50 and its 
‘ands to £400, but there was a loss on the year’s working of £73. At the present 
ime the Society has only }5 members, and possesses over £600 invested funds. 
or two years not a single new member has joined its ranks. The Benefits 
t offers are not such as can help it to compete successfally with the new Jewish 
ocieties. Branches of two of the larger Orders bave recently been established 
.o South London and are making good progress at the expense of the older society. 
Whilst this can give only £10 “death money,” the newer organisations are able, 
by a small levy upon the thousands of their members, to give as much as £50 to 
a member’s widow. They are surrounded, too, by the glamour of secret signs and 
passwords, and the wearing of regalia and the possibility of the attainment to 
Grand Lodge “Honours.” A large proportion of the present members of the 
‘Tent of Righteousness” are descendants of past members and retain their 
association with “the Chevra” for purely sentimental reasons. Hardly any of 
them are insurable persons under the provisions of the new Act, and there is there- 
fore no need for them to combine with others to form an Approved Society. 
Bat the gradual shrinking of the fands makes it desirable that:the younger 
members should protect their interests, and the fature of the Society probably lies 
in fusion with a local Lodge of one of the larger Jewish Friendly organisations. 
[t is to be hoped, however, that it will not altogether lose its identity if such an 
amalgamation is effected; the name should, at least, be retained, for it is an 
honourable designation with a century's history bebind it, and it constitutes a link 
between the present age with its more scientific management of Friendly Societies 
by higbly trained officials and the past with ite more rough and ready methods, 
»at methods characterised by personal service at the sick bed and house of mourn. 
ing, and by the best traditions of true Jewish (/em:/u‘h Chasodim.

5ik,—I do not think any usefal purpose would be served by replying t> al 
my critics in detail. But it is only right to state, as you yourself have already 
explained, that the article on “ Jewish Life at the Universities " was written prior 
to the beginning of the Michaelmas term. In one direction, therefore, it calls 
for modification. 

During the past term ()xford bas witnessed a Jewish revival. The fresh men 
are displaying an interest in Jewish matters and a sense of their responsibilities 
in @ manner that deserves recognition and encouragement. The Adler Society, 
which serves as a rallying ground for Jewish undergraduates, has developed 
surprising vitality, and problems of Jewish interest are debated at its meetings 
with remarkable keenness and enthusiasm. A Study Circle has been formed to 
facilitate the study of Hebrew, and this circumstance alone may well speak for 
itself. The attendance at the Synagogue has improved, and the services have been 
adapted in conformity with the wishes of the different sections of religions thought. 

I hope this revival may prove lasting and be the starting point of a real 
attempt to build apa strong Jewish life at ‘)xford. I am only too glad to think 
that the picture which was drawn of Oxford Jewry, while perfectly true at the 
time of writing, is rapidly ceasing to represent the conditions that now prevail. 

The JEWISH CHRONICLE itself has rendered considerable service in helping 
to awaken a sense of what is expected from Jewish undergraduates. By its leaders 
and by the publicity which it has given to the former state of affairs it has greatly 
assisted the efforts of those who are bringing about a welcome revival of Jewish 
copsciousnesa.at the University.

In the course of bis sermon at the Brixton Synagogue on Sabbath last, the 
Rev. A. Mishoon drew an analogy between the Scriptural lessons of the day and 
Dr. Nordau’s plea in his letter to the Times which was reprinted in the last issue 


of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. Having dwelt on the state of the Israelites in Egypt 
and subsequently during the Babylonian exile, and on the nature of the respective 
messages delivered to them contained in the Sedrah (Ex. vi. 3%), and in the 
Haphtorab (Ezekiel xxviii. 25-26) Mr. Mishcon proceeded :— 


We are bound tc make all dne allowance for the difference between.the bearers of 
these divine meseages and the author of the epistle I have referred to, but we cannot 
deny that the burdens of all these pronouncements are very analogous. What is Israel s 
position to-day after the lapse of a dozen years of the twentieth century” Does it show 
an improvement upon that of onr enslaved ancestors in those. dark ages’ Was the state 
of our fathers whom Pharaoh wonld not allow to leave hia land more lowly than that of 
our brethren who are not permitted to enter some lands, merelf becanae of their religious 
denomination’ The demand Moses made of the Egyptian king was “ Let my people 
go!"’ Is it less humiliating for our present day leaders to have to beg—-and beg in vain 

of modern rulers to let our people come or stay in certain conntries’ Is it not indis 
putable that the lot of the despised wanderer is less to be envied than that of the housed 
slave’ Had Pharaoh let the lernelites go, there was, at any rate, their ancestral home 
ready to receive them. The position of our enslaved brethren now is infinitely more 
tragic. hen they are expelled the insoluble question— Wo/in ’—stares them in their 

Even in the land of their’ fathers, as Dr. Nordan points out, foreign Jews have te 
procure a “Ked passport,’ which compels them to leave the conntry again within six 
months, while all other foreigners are permitted to stay permanently. Jews may not 
acquire land in Valestine, while other foreigners are not prevented from doing so. The 
publicist cannot demand like a Moses, nor foretell like an Ezekiel. He only pleads. He 
petitions the European diplomatists to help in abolishing the disabilities under which 
the Jew has so unjustly been placed, and indirectly he endeavours to rouse the Jewish 
consciousness in the heart of those for whom he pleads, and without whose self-help and 
solidarity his efferta conld hardly result in success. For, let us not forget, even Moses 
was losing confidence in the success of his mission when “ the Israelites did not hearken 
unto him.” 

Like the prophets of old, continued Mr. Mishcon, Nordau pleads with the 
Gentiles and tries at the same time to revive the hope and brighten the aspiration 
of his own people in their future destiny. Like them, too, he strives to achieve 
the latter object by touching the string which alone produces that music which is 
the language of the Jewish eoul. He pictures before us the vision of an unperturbed 
Jewish life in a secured home in Palestine. It were unfortunate if he failed to 
awaken the conscience of Europe. It were even more than tragic if the heart of 
his own brethren remained hardened and irresponsive !

Who on earth is that obscure censor in thie !\e/t oflice to blue-pencil 
such a Zionietic, such a political document ? 

Did Nordau’s interpretation of Zionism, his adherence to the Herzl (eis/, shock 
them, or did the august statesmen of the Levey shink that 1t was bad politics to 
publish such a letter? It cannot be the former, use the leaders are constantly 
telling us that political Zionism is still the dominating feature of their policy; it 
must therefore be the second reason. In that case, one is disposed to ask: Who 
of the Leitung has ever in any way shown himself to be a politician worthy to rule 
a Nordanu out of political order ? 

Do the present leaders think Nordan a “ back number” in Zionism? If so, 
they are mightily mistaken, as I believe the next Congress will show. Anxious 
as I am, for the sake of the cause, not to accentuate here the sins of commission 
the Zionist leaders are guilty of, it is impossible to remain silent over the 
unspeakable sin of the omission from the Zionist official organ of Nordau’s historic 
document addressed to the l’owers. To disagree is one thing; to boycott the 
giant figure of the movement is nothing short of scandalous.

Exaggerated in many particulars, even the population being characteristically 
tripled, and ignering the part played by British capital and engineering in the 
railway development, this French account may at least serve as & corrective of 
the pessimistic pictures manufactured in Germatiy. The first scientific and 
unbiassed account of Angola and its resources is now being drawn up by Professor 
Gregory, F.R.8., and his collaborators.

B. Schlesinger, who has kindly consented to band the prizes and trophies 
to the succeseful compatitors. A very successful function is confidently antici 
pated. Previous to laft vear we had repeatedly referred t» the desirability of 
varying the proceedidgs by the introduction of an entertainment and display, 
the coilection of representatives of so many clabs and schools, being in our 
opinion a auiqne occasion on which to demonstrate some of the work of Ciubs 
and Schools. We were pleased to see our suggestion carried into effect last year by 
the provision of a very exellent entertainment and display, which consisted of 
dancing and athletic exercises by children of affilated schools. We understand 
that this idea i3 to be further developed this year by the introduction of a display 
by representatives of affiliated clubs. 


Still Growing. 


While on the subject of the Jewish Athletic Association, it is interesting to 
note that the orvanisation continues to expand and flourish. Recently the second 
troop of the Stepney Boy Scouts applied for and were granted affiliation to the 
Association, and another club that has r- cently become afliliated is the Brondes- 
bury Jewish Lads’ Clab. This latter Club appears to be a football club only and 
it is a matter for no little surprise that with sach a largeand growing Jewish popu 
lation in this district a more ambitious institution, in the form of a social 
clab. bas not bcen established. A club appears to be one of the pressing needs for 
the Jewish yonth of the neighbourhood, and the success attained by the Yourg 
Men’s Jewish Association of Hammersmith, which is “ going strong,” and the 
newly-formed North London Jewish Clab,; ought to act as an incentive to our 
influential core!igionists in Irondesbury to take some definite steps in the matter. 
The North London Jewish Clab is developing its athletic side to a marked 
extent. The club played a scratch eleven of the Hutchison House Club last 
Sunday at the Uplands and won ly three goale to two, the play fully 
justifying the score which was fairly e ;aal thronghout the game. The North 
London backs played a fine game, but, as might b2 expected in a new team, the 
forwards do not as yet know each other's play well enough to show any esnccess 
ful combination, w aile the addition of some weight to the attack would be to the 
maivantave of the team. We believe that the club is also seeking affiliation 
to the Jewish Athletic Association. We understand that every one of the 
pitches at the Elms, Walthamstow, is now occupted, aad in fature years there 
may be some difficalty in accommodating all the clubs. 


More Trophies. 


In every direction there are indications of the healthy growth of the Associa. 
tion. lLesides the increase in the namber of clabs and schools, there bas deen in 
the past year a notabie increase in inter-clab activity. The year which has just 
ended has seen the successful introduction of a tennis tonarnament ; and the
